Takes on Nationwide Importance 


WASHINGTON, March 16.— Arrange- 
ments are going ahead for the observance 
of the 150th anniversary of the sur- 
render of Cornwallis at Yorktown, Va., 
next October. With an authorization by 
Congress of $200,000 to be expended in 
behalf of the country as a whole in mak- 
ing this celebration a notable one, and 
with details of the program now being 
worked out rapidly, public attention is 
being centered more and more upon this 
event. 

The State of Virginia has formed a 
State sesquicentennial commission to 
aid in making the Yorktown affair a 
wide success. R. Walton Moore, former 
representative in Congress, is secretary 


of the sesquicentennial commission cre- 
ated by Congress. 

While it is tentatively planned to have 
the formal exercises cover but four days, 
yet with the arrival of visitors from over 
the country in advance of the formal 
opening, and the presence of many of 
them following the exercises, held by 
interest in the historical features of the 
section, a full week is in prospect. The 
four-day celebration alone, authorities 
estimate, will cost around $600,000. Vir- 
ginia is raising $100,000 of this amount, 
and other States are raising quotas, to 
be used to supplement the amount pro- 
vided by the National Congress. Many 
individuals are sending in contributions 
direct.

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Plan of Illinois State Fair 
For Free Gate Is Approved 


Would have new policy become effective this year—final 
decision rests with legislature—same department heads 
chosen for 1931 fair—to try to get National Swine Show 


SPRINGFIELD, Ill, March 16.—Establishment of a free gate 
at the Illinois State Fair starting this year was unanimously ap- 
proved Thursday at a joint session of the Illinois State Fair board 
and the Illinois Agricultural advisory board. It was recommended 
that legislation be prepared to change the administrative code for 


presentation at this session of the 
State legislature, with which final 
decision in the matter of a free 
gate rests. Director Stuart E. 
Pierson, of the department of ag- 
griculture, told the joint board 
meeting that establishment of a 
free gate would bring increased 
revenue from concessions, grand 
stand and horse show arena ad- 
missions. Earl Smith, president 
of the Illinois Agricultural Asso- 
ciation, tho not present, favored 
the free gate. 


The State fair board will meet with 
officials in charge of the National Swine 
Show early in April to arrange details for 
holding that exposition in connection 
with the State fair this year. 


Members of the State fair board were 
assigned to supervision of various depart- 
ments of the fair which were under their 
direction last year, as follows: Milton E. 
Jones, general manager of the fair— 
speed, concessions, with Walter O. Ireland 
as superintendent of speed; Milton Hay 
Brown, light horses, boys’ State fair 
school, domestic science school; J. E. 
Taggart, beef cattle, farm products, horti- 
culture; T, P. Smith, dairy cattle, poultry, 
dairy products; William R. Hayes, heavy 
horses, mules, education; Maj. John Mac- 
Queen, sheep, bee culture, relics; W. D. 
Alexander, swine, grounds, sanitation and 
public safety; Mrs. W. H. Stuart, textiles 
and culinary; Leslie P. Volz, junior de- 
partment, emergency hospital; Homer 
Tice, chairman of the State fair board— 
gates, grand stand, tickets and admis- 
sions. Superintendents will be announced 
later. 


Governor Louis L. Emmerson met the 
board and complimented the members 
highly for their work in connection with 
last year’s fair. 


The board went on record as not favor. 
ing a building for junior club activities 
and no legislation providing an appro- 
pr: ition for that purpose is expected this 
year. The board’s attitude was said to 
be in the interest of economy. 


In lieu of permanent improvements at 
this time, except for completion of a new 
women’s building under construction, the 
advisory board favors a liberal appropria- 
tion for repairs for present buildings to 
put them in good condition. A $25,000 
appropriation for repairs and beautifica- 
tion of grounds is pending in the House 
of Representatives.

Billboard Bill 


New York measure pro. 
vides for State regulation 
outside cities and villages 


NEW YORK, March 16.—Fol- 
lowing close on the heels of the 
report that there is a movement 
under foot to ban billboards at 
strategic points in Atlantic City 
comes a dispatch from Albany 
which states that regulation of outdoor 
advertising along highways “as a means 
of beautifying the countryside and pro- 
moting traffic safety” is being pushed 
before the assembly judiciary commit- 
tee. A hearing was held before the 
committee on the Hofstadter-Zimmer- 
man measure which would provide for 
State jurisdiction and regulation of the 
licensing and taxing of displays outside 
cities and villages. Organized labor was 
reported as opposing the measure 
strenuously, asserting that such regula- 
tion would throw hundreds of men out 
of work and thus enhance the severe 
depression, adding another band of non. 
workers to the already growing unem- 
ployed listings. 

Champions of the proposal include 
representatives of chambers of com- 
merce, business units, safety clubs and 
civic organizations, who were led by Col. 
Frederick Stuart Greene, State Superin- 
tendent of Public Works: Rohert Moses, 
head of the State Parks Council; As- 
semblyman Zimmerman, sponsor of the 
bill, and R. E. McGehan, of the Citizens’ 
Union. 

Outdoor shows will, if the measure 
goes thru, find themselves up against 
another obstacle, particularly those 
whose billboard displays are on a large 
scale.

Acts To Meet 


4-a-Day Plan 


Freeman insists acts, under present conditions of pres- 
entation, cannot keep pace with extra shows—changes 
will make RKO layouts similar to those of de luxe circuits 


NEW YORK, March 16.—A 


radical change in vaudeville pre- 


sentation as a means of saving the health of performers may emerge 
from the friendly controversy which has been going on for some time 
between the RKO operating and booking departments on the ques- 
tion as to whether the circuit should continue a four-a-day, thru- 


the-week policy in many of its 
houses. The change in vaude- 
ville’s content and» manner of 
playing on the RKO Circuit will 
come only if the operating heads 
stick to their desire for the four 
shows daily, and in some in- 
stances five. 

The most important feature of the 
change, if it comes to that, will be a 
material shortening of the running time 
to acts to somewhat relieve the per- 
formers of the physical and mental wear 
they are now suffering thru doing the 
extra shows. This will work out some- 
what in the manner of Publix, Loew and 
Fanchon & Marco units, in which the 
usual 14-minute act is cut in half, or 
less. 

In commenting on the discussions that 
have been going on since last summer 
the four and five-a-day policies, Charles 
J. Freeman, general booking manager, 
stated that while he is absolutely opposed 
to a change in the presentation of vaude- 
ville, such will have to be made to save 
the health of artists if the operating 
heads continue to demand four shows a 
day. It is not Freeman’s conviction, how- 
ever, that even a cutting of the running 
time of acts will conserve the health of 
performers, fox he added: 

“You can gg over to the Friars Club 
and learn of a dozen actors who wound 
up at Saranac after completing a pres- 
entation route.” 

Freeman, while amenable to four shows 
on Saturdays and Sundays, has been at- 
tempting to discourage the operating de- 
partment from the practice of four shows 
a day thruout the week. He charges this 
with being ruinous to the good health of 
artists as well as hurting their perform- 
ances 

The extra show policy has long been 
the source of discontent among perform- 
ers playing picture houses, but the first 
rumble in vaudeville did not come until 
last summer, when discussion came up 
between the operating and booking de- 
partments about the Interstate Circuit, 
which was and is now playing four-a-day. 
Freeman was strong for a change, due to 
his knowledge of conditions down there 
thru long experience as booker of the 
Joseph Plunkett, general man- 
aver, at that time left it up to Karl 
Hoblitzelle, then divisional manager, to 
decide. The four-a-day policy has con- 
tinued 

The Weaver Brothers, the last time 
thev played the Interstate, balked at the 
shows a day and proved to the

operators that by spending the time 
taken up »y the extra show in street 
ballyhoo they could do as much, if not 
more, business with three-a-day. The 
last contract the Weaver Brothers signed 


a couple months ago called for only four 
weeks of four-a-day on the Orpheum 
route.

Australia Is Without Vaude; 
Bowden Long Out of Running 


the economic depression, high income 
taxes and the high rate of money ex- 
change, vaudeville—as we know it here— 
has died in Australia, with not a single 
house playing it now. J. C. Williamson, 
Ltd., has dropped vaude entirely, while 
Union Theaters can offer acts 13 weeks 
on its presentation route. 

Booking of American acts into the 
antipodes has been entirely stopped. 
Union's offices at 729 Seventh avenue 
closed February 1, and Millard Johnson, 
the manager, who was originally slated 
to leave for Sydney, Australia, January 
27, is still here waiting for final instruc- 
tions, which he expects next Wednesday. 
Ayres Mantell, of the Los Angeles Union 
office, expects final word to close up 
this month. Harald A. Bowden, William- 
son agent here, has not sent over an 
American act for a year and a half. 


Last group of American acts have 
already left and were booked from the 
Los Angeles Williamson office for 13 
weeks of presentation time, with the 
possibility of repeat dates. They in- 
clude Long Tack Sam, Countess Sonia, 
Hassan’s Arabs, Tamara and Brock and 
Thompson. 

The London Williamson office, under 
Eric Strelitz, closed February 1. With 
the importation of acts cut out, vaude 
in Australia has to depend entirely 
on native talent. There still is a demand 
for American acts, but the dropping in 
the value of the pound, the high fare 
both ways, the 24 per cent tax on foreign 
incomes and the restrictions on taking 
money out of Australia have combined 
to make it unprofitable to book them.

For instance, we catch a corking act 
at the Palace, New York. We inquire as 
to when it will start on the intact route. 
More often than not the answer is, “We 
are not going to route it—too expensive.” 
If RKO expects to make any progress in 
the promotion of “flesh”—and there are 
few circuits that need “flesh” support 
as badly—it will have to get away from 
this business of fixed, stingy budgets. 
It is this condition, brought about by 
its picture-minded officials, that is keep- 
ing real vaudeville out of towns that 
need this support most. 

Successful showmen do not achieve 
their goals thru cautious, methodical 
methods. Showmen and sportsmen take 
their chances on what they believe to 
be good things. And their money vaults 
are not lined with safety valves. Maybe 
vaudeville has lost its showmanship. 
Showmanship and sportsmanship are 
brothers af the blood. Which is some- 
thing for Hi Brown and his lieutenants 
to think about.

The little book will tickle the funny 
bone of any layman with the slightest 
sense of humor; it will be a belly laugh 
to professionals, and not a few will get 
chills down their backs while exploring 
the stock of sparkling gems dangled be- 
fore them as Hoofer Jack and his 
“Dear Mud” exchange contrasting views. 
Jack wrote of the small time as of 1910. 
Tt might as well have been the small 
time of 1900—or 1931. These jewels of 
homely wit transcend time and place. 
They belong to life itself; on the half 
Shell, as Joe Van Raalte would have it. 

The Big Boss snatched Jack from us 
all too soon, but even if Jack does give 
us the hee-haw way up there, let it be 
Said his spirit lives on in this book. 
Read it . . . you'll treasure every page.

Mrs. Mindlin is said 
to be of the opinion that everybody 
wished her ill save Brown and Turner. 

Mrs. Mindlin is reported steamed up 
particularly about Freeman's statement 
to The Billboard this week to the effect 
that she has not the “background to 
make improvements in _ production, 
scenery and lighting”. Mrs. Mindlin em- 
phatically denies this and adds that she 
was never given a fair opportunity to 
make use of her background in this type 
of work. With few exceptions the atti- 
tude around the booking floor regarding 
her efforts, according to Mrs. Mindlin, 
could have been summed up in the 
words, “We dare you to make good”. 
And this did not help Mrs. Mindlin 
materially in her efforts. 

Mrs. Mindlin charges Freeman with 
lack of co-operation. His attitude was 
vacillating. At times he expressed him- 
self as being for her 100 per cent and 
on other occasions he appeared to be 
losing patience with her and her new 
bureau. Booking office, she declared, re- 
fused to accept her suggestions on the 
physical improvement of acts, Before 
Freeman left on his Mediterranean trip, 
according to Mrs. Mindlin, he told her 
point blank that he did not need her 
“style counselor” bureau.

sponsible for the policies of the houses 
of which the petitions ask a resump- 
tion of stage shows. Many of the thea- 
ters concerned have had straight-picture 
policies for as long as three years, or ever 
since the advent of talkies. 

Of the four circuits, it is expected that 
RKO will have the major part in the ex- 
pected wholesale return to stage shows. 
As the one remaining major vaudeville 
chain, its vaudeville shows carry a repu- 
tation with them that has been built up 
with much cost and perseverance in spite 
of the fact that the other circuits de- 
sefted “fiesh” like rats from a sinking 
ship. 

Three important RKO houses are ia 
line to get vaudeville again in the near 
future, two as a result of publicly signed 
petitions fostered by Chambers of Com- 
merce. They are the theaters in Dayton, 
Columbus and Birmingham. 

John F. Ahlers, president of the Day- 
ton Chamber of Commerce, is scheduled 
to confer on Monday with Joseph 
Plunkett, RKO’s general manager, armed 
with a petition for the return of vaude- 
ville to Keith’s Theater, signed by 20,000 
Daytonians. It has been planned by 
RKO for some weeks now to resume 
vaudeville in Dayton and Columbus, and 
the petition will probably break down 
the little remaining opposition on the 
part of the operators. 

Petitions by the theatergoers of Bir- 
mingham have been drawn up and ten- 
dered to RKO on and off ever since the 
circuit withdrew vaudeville from the 
Ritz some months ago. This house is still 
under consideration for a policy switch 
by the operators. 

Charles J. Freeman, RKO’s booking 
manager, has received a number of re- 
quests for RKO vaudeville from indie 
theater operators hankering for trade- 
marked stage shows. Only one of these 
has been granted so far. Three-act 
shows booked by Harry Kalcheim will 
open next Saturday (March 21) at the 
Regent, Geneva, N. Y., and go to the 
Palace, Lockport, for Sunday, Monday 
and Tuesday. The bills will continue to 
play that way each week for an indefinite 
period. Both houses are owned by Schine 
Chain Theaters, a subsidiary of Universal 
Chain Theaters, of which Carl Laemmle 
is president. 

A petition that may reach 10,000 names 
is being drawn up in Freeport, L. L, 
which, incidentally, is Freeman’s home 
; ‘ town, asking for the return of vaudeville 
to the Grove, one of the chain of Brook- 
: lyn and Long Island houses operated by 

A. H. Schwartz (Century Circuit). Arthur 
Fisher (indie) books the couple of 
Schwartz houses that still play vaude- 
ville. 

The Fanchon & Marco office continues 
to get requests for Ideas from indie thea- 
ter operators. The producers have had 
to turn a large number of them down 
due to their being too far removed from 
the regular route, but will probably grant 
the latest, which comes from the opera- 
tors of the Hollywood, Fort Worth, Tex. 

One of the most positive indications 
that “flesh” is due for a strong come- 
back is the negotiations now on between 
Fox, Warner and locals of the American 
Federation of Musicians for the purpose 
of forming a route for cheap units in 
houses that need bolstering with stage 
shows but cannot afford a high budget. 

It is the plan of both circuits to have 
the units travel with bands, making it 
necessary for them to get special dis- 
pensation from the locals so that it will 
not be compulsory for the theaters to 
hire pit aggregations. Both circuits 
pointed out that it is proposed for the 
units to play towns so small that in most

NEW YORK, March 14.—On 
the third week of its latest cam- 
paign against dirt in material and 
business on its stages, RKO is 
carrying on the clean-up process 
with unprecedented vigor. If the 
Palace can be accepted as a cri- 
terion, the latest attempt to 
morally disinfect the circuit’s 
stages is a complete success— 


thus far. 

This week’s Palace show, as well as last 
week's, were unusually clean when caught 
by Billboard reviewers. There is talk 
around the RKO office, however, of let- 
ting down the censorship bars on the 
Palace again. The puritanic cleanup, 
according to an authentic source, has 
not helped the box office to any extent 
and business has taken a drop on what 
are considered the best days of the week 
at the RKO showcase. Whether this re- 
action has been brought about because 
of the stricter censorship of material and 
stage business or because of the natural 
failure of the “names” to draw is a topic 
open to controversy. 

Chester M. Stratton’s list of weekly 
“cuts” assembled from suggestions of 
house Managers and circuit officials re- 
mained this week at the high peak es- 
tablished the week previous. The record 
number of 48 “cuts”, by a singular co- 
incidence, was matched in the list sent 
out to all house managers this week. 
The latest batch of “cuts” covers acts 
playing over the entire circuit and in 
several instances acts were called for a 
single hell, damn or “razz”. This fea- 
ture of the “cuts” ordered and approved 
alone serves to show how ambitious is 
RKO'’s new drive against dirt. It had 
been intimated when the latest drive was 
launched that the bars would be let 
down on cussing and the like, provided 
the use of this type of alleged humor is 
not overdone from the angle of vulgarity. 
Several “cuts” involve “pansy” bits, and 
in one instance a specialty dancer is or- 
dered to “cover navel”.

House managers are obliged to catch the 
first show and also hand their own 
recommendations on “cuts” to the pit 
leader for constant observation.

Was Best in Years 


NEW YORK, March 16.—One of Loew’s 
most successful campaigns for a theater 
opening in recent years, that of the 
Triboro, Astoria, recently, was put over 
by Wally Allen and Eddie Dowden, of 
Oscar A. Doob’s publicity department. 

Publicity work started more than a 
year ago, February 12, 1930, when sug- 
gestions for a name for the house were 
asked for in a tieup with a local paper. 
More publicity was landed on October 6, 
when the steel structure was finished 
and the flag was raised by the Commis- 
sioner of Taxes. 

When the opening date approached 
the Loew office effected a tieup with the 
Steinway Avenue Merchants’ Asscciation, 
which delegated a committee of 10 to 
work with it. Co-operating with this 
association, the Loew publicity men got 
a tieup with 150 stores in which special 
“Triboro” Sales were advertised and ex- 
ploited. They also filled the neighbor- 
hood with banners, posters, stickers and 
throwaways, distributed pamphlets, got 
out a four-page newspaper layout and 
landed front-page stories in Long Island 
papers. Sending Boro President Harvey 
of Queens an eight-foot letter, and ad- 
vertising for ushers and then photo- 
graphing the mob were some of the 
stunts pulled to land feature-story space 
in the dailies. 

The evening before the opening they 
put over a special nine-page section of 
The Long Island Daily Star. The climax 
came in the organization of “Astoria’s 
Parade of Progress.” Led by high city 
officials and including Army, Navy, Boy- 
Scout, department-store and club bands 
and floats, the parade started at 11 a.m. 
and reached the theater at noon just 
as it opened. A radio broadcast com- 
pleted the ballyhoo. 

Most of the expense of exploitation 
was footed by the merchants’ association, 
the whole affair costing the Loew Office 
comparatively little, considering the re- 
sults.

real hand. Two of the boys were a riot 
in a miniature stair dance. 

Roy Rogers, “My Booze-om Pal”, 
spotted second, found the audience in a 
highly receptive mood for his tomfoolery. 
His comedy patter is excellent, and his 
falls and other trick acrobatics great 
stuff that never fails to register. Finish 
lacks punch, but the act as a whole is 
a wow.

J. Harold Murray's disappointment, occasioned by an attack of laryngitis, 
makes for three women “names” on the same bill, two of them in follow-up posi- 
tions in the first half. Irene Franklin, a last-minute replacement for the screen 
baritone, didn’t look and sound as if she had been caught napping. The layout 
has its ups and downs, even Jack Osterman, as emsee, not helping much to lessen 
the descent into the valleys. Due possibly to the uncertainty of the running 
order, the opening show was marked by several embarassing waits and miscues. 
The Palace ic taking on a pale blue tint again, and it is difficult to determine 
whether thru neglect or intention. Osterman should surely have been barred 
from putting over that slam about four and five shows a day. He probably will 
be without it at the night show. 


LUSTER BROTHERS are not evenly engrossing in their acrobatic and con- 
torting. More or less compensation for the spottiness is the 12-foot dive to a 
handstand by ore of the pair. They finish with panto. comedy that hits close to 
the bull’s-eye. 


BABE EGAN AND HER HOLLYWOOD REDHEADS fell into an unmilked show. 
stop in the beautiful deuce position, Babe’s latest Palace excursion is marked 
by several new specialties, but the general tone of the band is unchanged. Billie 
Farley, banjoist, and Estelle Dilthey are the standouts. 


“SUNKIST” EDDIE NELSON was preceded by Osterman’s debut as emsee. 
Jack was visibly nervous and tcok a few moments to loosen up. Babe Egan helped 
him considerably in the few gags pulled. Nelson was in a great spot for his type 
of comedy and musical eccentricity. He also did swell mugging and was helped 
in getting a substantial sendoff by Osterman, who led the Forman Band from 
the pit as Eddie wiped the apron in an alleged dance with the back of his jacket. 


BLANCHE SWEET, a screen biggie before squawkies, proved to be one of the 
bright spots of the show jn a serio-comic sketch by the prolific and capable Edwin 
Burke. Miss Sweet acts capably and makes a great personal appeal in the vehicle. 
It has its platitudinous moments which no self-respecting vaudeville sketch 
can be without, but there are situation twists and lines that stamp it as far 
superior to most of the sketches that have been on display around here since 
the powers that be decreed that they would have little or nothing of them any 
more. Snobbishness deals with the universality of this unseemly streak in human 
nature. Miss Sweet gets strong support from Harold Elliott, James Flavin and 
Jack O’Brien. Flavin, as an unpolished mug, is particularly good. Miss Sweet 
took a bunch of solicited bows. 


IRENE FRANKLIN, holding down Murray’s vacated spot as the first-half closer, 
was a perpetual sock. They gave her rousing entrance applause and evidenced 
genuine delight at her serving of new and old comedy numbers. Irene’s apple 
song is a gem, and for a long time to come she can lean back on the brace of 
specials deriving from Sweet Adeline. She closed with these here and to a show- 
stop and flowers. Before Irene came on, Osterman and Miss Sweet delivered 
themselves of some fairly clever ad liberei. 


IRENE BORDONI would have been the perfect act if not for her frowsy 
opening number. This misfit off her chest, the popular singing comedienne swept 
into a swell stride and had them with her to a man. Her three closing numbers, 
disastrous to any reviewer’s stock, brought two show-stops. Here’s an act RKO 


Band probably would have been a show- 
Stop but for the absence of the Signor 
himself, who was ill and unable to ap- 
pear.

Anatole Friedland’s Twentieth Cen- 
tury Revue, the short talkie film strip 
preceding the appearance of the per- 
formers, is just about the most clever 
introduction of a vaudeville turn ever 
seen. It depicts the ensemble of girls 
on the silver screen with Friedland in 
his talk endeavoring to show the vast 
difference of performers on the screen 
and in the flesh, bringing out the truth- 
ful fact that people are tiring of movies 
and wish to see “real live performers 
and beautiful girls” in the flesh. At 
the close of the short film trailer the 
girls break thru the screen and go into 
their opening ensemble dance. Irving 
Edwards acts as master of ceremonies 
in this elabrate vaudeville offering, 
which moves fast thru a melange of 
music, singing and dancing. Besides 
Edwards principals in the review are 
Loretta Dennison, Una Cooper, Bobby 
Bernard and Yourloff. Pretty costumes 
and manifola beautiful settings and 
hangings enhance the turn, the finale, 
in which the entire company participate, 
climaxing it to a nicety.

Dorothy and Yellow Jackets, two boys 
and a girl, served dancing in the trey 
spot. It’s good dancing at that, but the 
act needs routining and work to iron 
out the rough spots. Boys major in floor 
acrobatics. 


Bill Talent and Flo Merit fared well , 


with their sessions of comedy, juggling 
and singing. They handle gab effec- 
tively, and much of the material is 
smart. Talent sidelines in juggling, 
while Miss Merit does a nifty singing job. 
Frank Richardson, getting a nice en- 
trance hand, tenored his way into a 
prolonged reception that neared a show- 
stop. He has a full-sized and tuneful 
voice, together with a sparkling juvenile 
delivery.

Another new act for the Creole Fash- 
ion Plate, and this time he is assisted 
by Shapiro and Shefter, male piano 
team, and Leon La Verdi. It is a good 
acti, nicely routined and dressed, but it 
loses out because Of the lengthy running 
time. Norman and La Verdi do female 
impersonations in song-dance numbers, 
while Shapiro and Sflefter furnish piano 
accompaniment and a solo wait. 

Norman refers to his female imper- 
sonations as character impressions, but 
whatever way you look at it his imper- 
sonations are not as much as is his 
showmanship. The double-voiced sing- 
ing gets the audience, altho the warbling 
in the higher registers is often raspy 
and disturbing to the ear. He wears his 
gowns nicely and has a nifty delivery.

As in all other acts either headed or 
produced by Gus Edwards, this one de- 
pends on en array of corking specialists. 
Edwards works as m. c. thruout and 
alternates on the piano for accompani- 
ment to his future “names” with Walter 
Kevan. Accordéng to the billing of the 
act, the builder of talent. contributed 
£1x new songs to this turn,’ They are 
not sensational. 

Of seven girls, which includes two sets 
of twins, one little lass, Mitzi Mayfair, 
is a striking standout. Introduced as 
16 by Edwards, and she doesn't look 
any more than that, Miss Mayfair 
showed enough sock acrobatic, tap and 
loose-limb dancing to warrant her a spot 
in a musical or floor show. She has the 
goods, but would look even better if 
not doing the toe work. It looks bad 
in comparison to her other routines. 

Jeanie Lang, who was with the late 
and lamented Ballyhoo, was the only 
one of the girls who did not make better 
than a 50 per cent impression. It may 
have been a cold that kept her below par 
at this date, but this reviewer thinks 
that she does not fit in the type of act 
Edwards is doing, 

Another ace stepper Edwards uncorks 
in this turn is Virginia Lee. She does 
straight taps and an imitation of Bill 
Robinson's stair dance. Singing is ca- 
pably provided by the Connor Twins, 
harmonists, and beauty by the Aber 
Twins, a couple of striking blondes who 
play violins while dancing. 

Depending on dancing and singing 
thruout, with the interlude of slight 
comedy via Miss Lang’s personality num- 
ber missing fire, the act can stand 4 
trimming. This could come in thru 2 
cutting of some of Edwards’ songs and 
a dropping of a couple of dance routines.

Ozzie Nelson and Orchestra 


Reviewed at Loew’s State. Style— 
Musical and singing. Setting—Full stage 
(special). Time—Fijteen minutes. 

Looking at Ozzie Nelson you see Rudy 
Vallee, and vica versa. Similarity 15 
much more striking in their work than 
it is between Vallee and Will Osborne. 

Nelson is backed by an excellent eight- 
piece band. He plays the sax and croons 
thru a meg. in the same style as Vallee, 
and he is blond and curly headed. Nel- 
son's voice is much better, however. 

In the opening Nelson went quite 
thru a song-talk bit about it being the 
first anniversary of the formation of 
the band and also apologized to the 
preceding turn for playing his entrance 
music too soon. Latter was an admir- 
able gesture, but the length of the 
former was unnecessary. 

Nelson's rep on the radio, made with- 
in a year, was evident by the hand he 
got thruout the act on his different 
numbers. He played and sang two ex- 
cellent songs of his own composition, 
And Then Your Lips Met Mine and I’m 
Satisfied With You. 

After a poor recitation finale he en- 
cored by playing all of the instruments 
in the band. It was a good tipoff to

Style— Mindreading. Setting—in one 

(special). Time—Thirty minutes, 


A swell mental act made about 100 per 
cent better by changes evidently tied 
up closely with debunking. Princess 
Yvonne formerly worked in an exotic 
full-stage cyc. dressed in Oriental finery 
and surrounded by incense pots. Her 
assistant, Irving, wore a high-caste In- 
dian getup and there were times when 
the Princess was caught with black 
“slaves” in attendance. All of this is 
out now. 

Irving makes the opening spiel in a 
tuck and stresses the entertaining angle 
of the demonstration, He is careful to 
remind the audience on two occasions 
that whether they believe in mindreading 
or no there might be interest in the 
manner in which Yvonne guesses ques- 
tions and answers them. Without fan- 
fare Yvonne comes out in “one” in a 
formal gown and paces the apron while 
flinging back the answers. Yvonne works 
with astounding speed and with little 
hesitation. The infrequent pauses are 
overt acts of showmanship and not 
periods of uncertainty as to what should 
be said. This distinction is easily dis- 
cernible by one who has caught most of 
the mind-reading acts around. 

Besides the rapid-fire method of han- 
dling audience questions, laugh spasms 
are introduced hy stock questions placed 
directly by Irving. These are spotted 
right and help to eliminate a possible 
drag in general interest as Irving is work- 
ing in the further reaches of the lower 
floor. The punchy stunt of posting in 
sight a $200 forfeit to anybody whose 
name, date of birth and mother’s name 
Yvonne cannot guess after these are 
written on a slate still serves as the 
finale. 

No paper is passed during the demon- 
stration. Whether this pair use a code 
involving inflection is problematical. 
They work too fast to arouse an ama- 
teur’s suspicions along these lines. From 
any angle, either selling them as an én- 
tertainment feature or as a pair of 
puzzlers with the mystic veil thrown 
over their work, Yvonne and Irving are 
a great bet for any manager looking for 
a draw act, Closed the show at the De 
Kalb and worked to a weirdly quiet, at- 
tentive house.

Style—Band 
and specialties. Setting—Full stage. 
Time—Seventeen minutes. 


The Collettes are a pair of “It” misses 
with cuteness stamped all over for them. 
They do paired specialties and are 
backed up by a youthful band, to all 
appearances much the same outfit that 
worked with Art Landry on his last 
appearance here, Collette girls are clever 
in their line of work and are the same 
who were in Vanities and in night clubs 
around here. But if a permanent combo 
this act could use more specialty people 
handily. Too much dependence is placed 
on the 10 musician-entertainers and their 
restrained leader to fill waits> 

A neat opening via a gradual light- 
ing up behind a scrim is quickly fol- 
lowed up by the first number of the 
Collette girls. They start with a warble 
and then into appealing stepping. Boys 
fill the first wait long and not always 
effectively, An announcement in all 
soberness of a Brahms piece leads into 
a clowning fest in which the Hebe dialect 
drummer comes to the fore. This boy 
has a synthetic brand of dialectics which 
derives its laughs from the grotesqueness 
of his malapropisms. His stock bit, 
Which has been caught in Landry's act, 
is clever but not orthodox Hebe comedy 
by a long shot. Which accounts for it 
being classed as a novelty. He winds up 
with a dance that’s plenty hot, but not 


‘co-ordination. 


hot enough to carry the comedy buildup. 
Collettes wind up the body of the routine 
with a cycle of song-dances, starting off 
with Cheerful Little Earful, Band's 
Sweet Jenny Lee brings the girls out for 
a set encore. 

Act landed here in the closing spot, 
which was tough on the act and worse 
on the bill. Good for anyhere; which 
doesn’t mean it can't be better.

Doc Baker 
—and-— 
FLASHES OF 1931 

Reviewed at the Jefferson. Style— 
Quick change, singing and dancing. Set- 
ting—In one and full stage (specials). 
Time—-Twenty-one minutes. 

Doc Baker's latest effort is more ambi- 
tious than the last reviewed. This time 
he is supported by a girl sextet, who do 
mostly line dancing, and by a youthful 
song and dance team introduced as Wal- 
ter and Betty. In spite of Baker’s quick 
changes—at least 10—the act does not 
hold interest thruout. 

Baker introduces himself as a tramp 
who is dreaming of the days he was a 
big Broadway star and who wants to 
come back. He makes a quick change, 
coming out in a full-dress suit, with the 
drop lifting to reveal the girl sextet 
dancing. He does a few more changes 
and song and dance numbers. A saloon 
scene is next. Baker enters and comes 
out of the swinging door several times, 
each time as a different character. 

As a drunk, Baker makes long lamen- 
tations about “those good old days”, 
which are prolonged and let down the 
sct considerably. Act picks up at the 
close when the sextet comes out in the 
skimpiest costumes we’ve seen in a long 
time. The boy and girl team do two 
punchy numbers, the boy also assisting 
Baker in a few scenes. 

Act does not quite click. Fifth on a 
seven-act layout, it managed to get a 
fair response. P. 


Wells, Mordecai and Taylor 

Reviewed at Loew’s State Styie— 
Dancing. Setting—In one. Time—Nine 
minutes. 

Wells, Mordecai and Taylor are billed 
as from the Cotton Club, Harlem joy 
spot, and announce themselves as the 
originators of Hitting the Bottle, the 
much-talked-of song-dance number that 
was a feature of the last Vanities. This 
bit, along with their solo stepping at 
the finish, sends the act across with a 
sock. 

They need something punchy to fol- 
low their very weak opening routine and 
also overcome the long string of nance 
gags they inject towards the finish. 
There is nothing subtle to their delivery, 
which makes the suggestiveness show 
up twice as bad as it really is. 

The “bottle” dance is a pip for the 
eccentric work entailed, with the colored 
boys taking turns in stepping around 
an ordinary beer bottle. 

If and when playing for RKO, they 
will have to drop the gags, They won't 
be missed. J.8s 


Picchiani Troupe 


Reviewed at the Hippadrome. Style—- 
Aerial novelty. Setting—Full stage 
(special), Time—Seven minutes. 


The Picchiani Troupe has been one 
of the features of the Ringling Circus 
for some years, and vaudeville could 
always make good use of the act when- 
ever the male troupe of seven has open 
dates. Their aerial somersaulting packs 
consecutive thrills, and the stunting is 
made more delectable thru the skill and 
sureness of execution. It’s a sure bet 
for a sizzling opener or a closer. 

Neatly clad, the seven men keep work- 
ing at teeterboard springs into two and 
three-high foot landings on the shoul- 
ders of their colleagues. The three-high 

atch is a thriller, as is the double and 

triple somersault into a chair catch. 
Fliers and understanders display perfect 
Misses are few and far 
between. They top off the act with the 
two strongest thrillers in the routine. 

Closed here and away to a heavy hand.

Phil Cook 

Reviewed at the Hippodrome. Style— 
Radio novelty. Setting—In one. Time— 
Twelve minutes. 

Phil Cook, also known as “The Quaker 
Man”, who has built up quite a rep for 
himself with his nightly broadcasts over 
Station WJZ, has been brought to 
vaudeville by NBC to give ether fans 
the opportunity of seeing him in the 
flesh. He handles the act himself, giv- 
ing an exact duplicate of his studio 
work, which dubs him as a man of many 
voices. 

He works on darkened stage thruout, 
with a flashlight illuminating his face, 
and works into a mike which is thrown 
off by two amplifiers on both sides of 
the stage With lights full up for the 
finish, the folks get their first chance 
to see what he really looks like. His 
act is entertaining and he relies solely 
on his ability asa mimic. He takes in a 
lot of types for his voice characteriza- 
tions and makes them all a true study. 
Between these characterizations he in- 
jects tasteful morsels that make his 
work the more appealing. 

Appeared here to prolonged applause, 
altho he really belongs in an intimate- 
Sized house. He should draw around 
town, and his act will undoubtedly be 
much appreciated by dial turners.

Singing and dancing Setting—Full 
stage (special). Time—Twelve minutes. 

The Adams girls are comely misses 
who harmonize well, dance and do 
adagio bits. Costumes are different and 
the settings tasteful and pretty. 

Girls, in pantalettes, croon For the 
First Time thru megs for the opening 
number and then go into a tap routine. 
Two of them. after changing costumes, 
do a graceful fan waltz. Other sister 
does a nice song and dance number, and 
the blonde of the trio follows with a toe 
tap that is very pretty. At this pcint 
there is a prolonged stage wait while the 
three change to their adagio costumes. 

They close with a series of adagio 
maneuvers, including leaps, lifts and 
posing. One of them lifts the other 
two and whirls them around for the 
punchy finale. 

Act starts off like a straight harmony 
turn and ends up as a flash. Variety in 
routines helps sustain interest. Should 
be okeh for plenty of bookings. P. D. 


Morrell and 7" Grana 


Reviewed at Loew’s National, Bronz. 
Style—Comedy and singing. Setting—In 
one. Time—Eleven minutes. 

A nice singing turn that ought to be 
okeh for the intermediates. One does 
straight singing while his partner mugs 
at the piano, the latter doing some fancy 
fingering at the keys during the inter- 
ludes. 

Pianist, who is stout and swarthy, and 
who uses wop dialect, is probably La 
Grans. With unbuttoned collar and long 
tails attached to his dress suit, he makes 
a comic appearance at the piano. Be- 
tween numbers by his partner he does 
trick piano playing with comedy effects. 
When he gets down to business he proves 
he is an excellent player. His straight 
playing is much better than his comedy 
efforts. 

Singer opens with Only a Rose, goes 
into The Moon Is New and closes with 
When Kentucky Bids the World Good 
Morning. He has a soft, pleasant voice 
with nice delivery and gives his numbers 
a jazzy rhythm. 

As a straight singing act, with the 
comedy plano playing out, the pair 
would be much more effective. Deuced 
here and went off to good applause. P. D. 


Bob Carney and Jean 

Reviewed at For’s Walker, Brooklyn 
Stule — Singing, comedy and dancing. 
Setting —In one. Time — Sixteen min- 
utes. 

A sweet little act that went big at this 
house and that should be playing better 
time. Carney and Jean, with youthfu! 
appearance and pep, do some fast tap 
and acrobatic dances and sandwich in 
some laugh-getting comedy bits. A boy 
warbler helps the turn a lot with two 
pop. numbers at the close. 

Carney is a handsome boy with a win- 
ning personality. His hoofing, alone and 
with Jean, is swell stuff and he handles 
the comedy situations with ease. Jean 
is a short, vivacious brunet who does 
some neat tapping and acrobatic danc- 
ing and helps in the comedy bits. Each 
does dance solos and team for two num- 
bers at the close. They pull the “I'll bet 
I'll make you say ‘No, I haven’t’” gag. 
Altho it is as old as Moses, they sold it 
and squeezed a lot of laughs from it. 
A pale-face boy plant comes on the stage 
and works along in this comedy bit. 

For a set encore, the plant responds 
with The Little Things in Life. Applause 
was so heavy they bad to do If J Hada 
Girl Like You, the plant warbling it 
thru a meg. and Carney and Jean danc- 
ing. This got a near show-stop. Boy 
plant ought to be watched. He’s several 
degrees better than good. P. BD

Denying discouraging reports, Herk says he is planning 
new form of presentations—shows will be blended on 
grind with films—wheel policy not being dropped 


NEW YORK, March 16.—While I. H. Herk’s plans for next 
season are necessarily vague at this time, the reigning head of the 
Mutual Circuit and the leading burlesque showman of the country 
is quite definitely decided on at least two general features of the 


circuit’s activity next season. 
major wheel putting out its own 
shows and, secondly, burlesque 
will be served in a radically dif- 


ferent form. 

In discussing burlesque’s possibilities 
next season, Herk gave his emphatic de- 
nial to reports circulated to the effect 
that the wheel method of operation is 
doomed, He also denied that he has 
any intention of forming his own cir- 
cuit. Herk takes exception to the im- 
pression that has been created to the 
effect that burlesque alone has had a 
poor season. His observations have 
shown him, Herk declared, that altho the 
burlesque field has been badly hit, other 
branches of the show business suffered 
along similar lines. So far as Herk is 
concerned, burlesque is far removed from 
being dead; just badly shaken up by re- 
verses, but ready to stage a vigorous 
comeback in new fixings next season. 

Herk is not cutting down on his forces 
to any extent. Several clerical people 
are being let out simply because the 
smaller size of the circuit makes it un- 
necessary to maintain a staff as large as 
the one employed to take care of detail 
for the original circuit forced in an early 
closing because of ‘depressing local con- 


ditions. No executives of any conse- 
quence are being ft out, Herk de- 
clared. : 


From reliable sources it has been ascer- 
tained that Herk will decide before the 
beginning of next season to blend his 
traveling shows ‘with picture policies. 
Few houses on the wheel will remain on 
the two-a-day. The average will be three 
shows weekdays and, in spots, four shows 
on the grind for weekends. The number 
of shows to be played daily will be guided 
by the business prospects of the re- 
spective towns. 

As to the character of shows, while no 
effort will be made to give them story 
continuity, some element will be brought 
into the presentation angle which will 
give them a mounting more consistent 
with modern trends and away from the 
character of shows put out the last sev- 
eral seasons. 

Herk is reported vitally interested in 
cleaning up the shows from a moral 
angle. House managers will be whipped 
into line since it is on them that the 
blame has been placed for the frequent 
lapses from the moral code laid down 
by the home office. Herk and his asso- 
ciates feel that rules and regulations con- 
cerning the barring of dirt are useless 
if not enforced by the men assigned to 
run the circuit’s houses.

Stock Review 


Liberty, Brooklyn 
(Reviewed Monday Evening, March 2) 
Levy & Feinberg, who operate Peo- 

ple’s, on the Bowery, have reached out 
from Manhattan's slums to its counter- 
part in Brooklyn, taking over for burly 
stock the old Liberty. Running two-a- 
day here, with small-time English and 
Yiddish vaudeville and films on Sunday. 

This is the beginning of the Lib- 
erty’s fourth week and the strain is 
beginning to tell on the producing end. 
Not noticeable much, however, in busi- 
ness. Harry Feinberg, installed on the 
scene to represent the operafors, resorts 
to special club nights every evening 
show to boost attendance. At this catch- 
ing there was a fairly big house, with 
& slapbabbering youth they call Al 
Frisco on the stage close to the end of 
the second half. This lad is apparenily 
a biggie locally, getting a great follow- 
ing from the Hebrew and Italian trade. 
Almost ruptures his jugular vein in -re- 
citing that is a big horse laugh and 
in lusty announcements. Uninitiated 
might think the great Al is ordering 
women and children first to the life- 
boats. But they like him here, and 
Feinberg must be handed the spike-lined 
gloves for knowing his East New York. 

Not a very poor show when one con- 
siders the clientele. Very sparse in 
scenic fixings, way off in comedy talent 
and about 50-50 on the girl principals. 
A botched-together book. which the 
principals manipulate to suit thei 
moods and fancies. Again it might be 
added that more painstaking effort for 
what the trade might view as the better 
would be wasted here. In this dirty neck 
of the woods they want strips, and the 
less teasing the better. Monroe B. 
Hackett, newcomer to burly and pro- 
ducing here for Levy & Feinberg, gives 
them as much of that as he is permitted 
and permits strip encores to dominate 
the running time. And to the extent 
that scenes serve merely as wait fillers 
for the strips. While it might not be 
urgent in this case, they could well use 
a stronger cast here if they expect to 
draw further than the riff raff. Abe 
Gore, Hebe comic and late of the 
Odeon, comes right out and tells the 
customers that they are bootleggers, 
bum mechanics and other things that 
are not so nice. And Abe gets a great 
big laugh. Does Abe know his neighbor- 
hood? 

Besides Gore, who has improved since 
we caught him at the Odeon, but is not 
yet what we would class as a really 
good comic, there are also on the comedy 
staff Harry Jackson, who does a coming 
and going Dutch that satisfies, and Ed- 
die Lorray, aggressive nondescript. 
Walter Budd is the assistant producer 
and also plays a character straight. Budd 
is okeh, but they give him awful lines 
to spiel. Another in the male section Is 
George Barber, whose schnozzle was 
made for comedy, but flourished unap- 
preciated. Some very bad spots for Bar- 
ber here. Most of the time he’s a sad 
misfit. As a Juve anyway. 


Syd Burke, also from the Odeon, is 
the featured soub. Blondish miss hits 
the spot here with her bluish delivery 
and cocches. Used in scenes to good ef- 
fect, too. Marie Miller does strip-teasing 
numbers and also pitches in for scenes. 
Marie wears a form-fitting netting in 
strip numbers, and the Liberty cus- 


tomers frequently expressed their re- 
sentment at the deception. Pash cf the 
Liberty following is Melva Lenzi, a 


rather stoutish but unusually attractive 
miss with pleasing pipes to augment her 
strip-teasing numbers. Miss Lenzi can 
learn a few things about stance, but 
she is the strongest single item on the 
Levy & Feinberg staff. At Minsky'’s Re- 
public she would do a mop up. Beulah 
Stevens does warbles in two ensemble 
numbers and is responsible for the cho- 
rus ideaS. Next week Frank Montgomery 
comes on to augment her staging efforts 
Chorus is fair on types, but below the 
line in execution. Few routines are put 
over On the stage, however. SUGAR. 
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“Gang’s All Here” Co-Op 
Stopped by Actors’ Equity

show recently to go co-op, did the least co-operating. Cast man- 
agement lasted just one performance, that on Monday night. Other 
recent commonwealth plays include “Ballyhoo” and “She Lived Next 


to the Firehouse” and “In the Best of Families”. 


running. “Gang” opened with bad 
business from the start after 
much pottering on long try-out 
tour, and received no help from 
crop of caustic notices. Green & 
Gensler, managers, struggled 
along until week ago tonight, 
when they suddenly decided to 
fold. Cast, all of it unpaid for pre- 
vious week, decided to carry on. 
Ted Healy, Tom Howard, Shaw 
and Lee, Zelma O’Neal and Ruth 
Tester among principals. 


Much bickering all day Monday with 
Equity representatives, who refused to 
allow opening under any circumstances, 
at least until chorus was paid. Argu- 
ments continued backstage until half 
hour after opening time, and Tom 
Howard and Zelma O’Neal went home, 
thinking there would be no show. Finally 
the chorus was paid off for previous 
week, as were, of course, musicians and 
stagehands, and performance began. 
Equity gave okay for one night, with 
understanding that chorus would not in 
future be cd-op, but would get regular 
stipulated salaries 


Earle Gilbert, who played unemployed 
ghost, took Howard role, while Russell 
Crouse, author of book, filled in as un- 
occupied specter. Zelma O’Neal’s shoes 
were filled by Julia Gorman, chorus girl, 
who went on after two short piano re- 
hearsals and stopped the show. Casting 
agents are busy looking for her. 


Meanwhile the question was raised in 
Equity as to whether co-op group had 
right to put on the show. Green & 
Gensler said it was all right with them, 
but there was also question of rights to 
scenery and costumes and such. Equity 
issued ultimatum that cast would have 
to show papers proving rights by next 
day or else show would close. 

On Tuesday cast failed to come around 
with papers, tho there was unverified 
rumor that Shuberts would take on job 
of paying off the chorus. Equity per- 
mission was therefore refused for con- 


tinuance, and, to complicate matters 
further, various principals, including 
O’Neal, Tester, Shaw and Lee, walked 


out. So there was no show Tuesday night, 
which may have been just as well, for 
there’s no telling what further attach- 
ments might have been slapped on co-op 
cast. 


Up to last minute cast still had hopes 
of performing, even tho musicians and 
stagehands demanded money for per- 
formance in advance. Nearly a thousand 
customers with tickets or intentions of 
buying them assembled in lobby, and 
announcement had to be made that 
money would be refunded at box Office. 
Which was a signal for guys from all 
neighboring musicals to invade lobby 
with their own pasteboards for sale. 


For several days thereafter there were 
rumors that co-op cast might start up 
once more, but it meant nothing. .

Flaming Dame Stages Show 
In O'Neill Plagiarism Suit 


NEW YORK, March 14. — Georges 
Lewys, who charges Eugene O'Neill with 
lifting the plot, characters and dialog 
from her novel, Temple of Athene, for 
use in his Strange Interlude, is giving 
Broadway a grand show in her suit for 
$1,125,000 against the playwright, his 
publishers and the Theater Guild. 


Miss Lewys claims that she wrote her 
novel in 1919 and copyrighted it in 1924. 
O'Neill, according to his proxy, first 
made notes on his play in 1923. The 
actual writing was begun in 1926 and 
completed in 1927 while O'Neill was in 
Bermuda. 

When Miss Lewys was informed that 
many authors of the past and present 
used an idea similar to her own in con- 
structing their stories she advanced some 
original ideas along literary lines. She 
is quite sure that Goethe was all wrong 
when he limited possible dramatic situ- 
ations to 36. She is equally positive that 
no poetry is being written in America, 
and that Amy Lowell at best turned out 
only a small amount of free verse. When 
asked if she was the only literary genius 
in America Miss Lewys answered: “Your 
question is embarrassing.” 

Defense attorneys were usually two or 
three steps ahead of the flaming-haired 


author, and when closely questioned she 
admitted that she hadn't read much. 
But she was positive that O’Neill has 
lifted her blond character. Defense at- 
torneys pointed out that Ibsen's Ghosts 
dealt with a similar situation. Miss 
Lewys replied nonchalantly that she had 
hever read the play. 

When asked to point out specific in- 
stances of dialog plagiarism she read 
an aside spoken by Marsden, character in 
O'Neill's play, “I saw the end beginning.” 
“Turn to page 221 of my book,” she add- 
ed. “The Princess says: ‘I do not want 
the beginning to be the end.’” 

Asked if she could think of any line 
from her book which O'Neill had lifted 
verbatim, she said that she could and 
that the line was: “He’s a weakling.” 


Miss Lewys created quite a sensation 
when court first opened by charging 
that a letter which she was supposed to 
have written to Theater Guild in 1924 
was forgery. Later she admitted writing 
the letter. Judge Woolsey cut in with: 
“The witness will remember that a 
courtroom is a good place to be candid 
in.” 

Fugene O'Neill is not present at the 
trial. He doesn’t seem to be worried. 
He doesn’t have to be.

Faversham 


For Road 


Veteran claims it’s still 


there — corroborated by 
Florida—will tour later 


NEW YORK, March 14.—Wil- 
liam Faversham, veteran actor, 
who has been doing visiting-star 
engagements with various stock 
companies recently, added his 
voice to the rest of the voices that 
are shouting a return of the road. 
He may direct a show or two, but 
in late spring or early fall he will 
tour in a play yet to be selected. 

“The road has not deteriorated,” 
Faversham said. “A clean play with a 
star in the cast can do business.” 

Those who have tried have proved that 
he is right. Barrymore on her tour of 
one-night stands is reported cleaning up. 
Skinner closed early this year, but even 
so he showed slight profit in a poor play. 
And there are plenty more. 

Faversham's intimation that if stars 
are willing they can bring back the road 
is corroborated by George A. Florida, 
well-known advance agent. He says, in 
part: 

“The road is all right. The shows are 
wrong. Give the public of the smaller 
and larger cities a real show with a real 
star and they'll quickly find the way to 
the box office, even T¥ they have to fight 
their way thru yards of cobwebs to get 
to it.” 

Florida says further—and rightly— 
that advertised New York casts mean 
nothing to playgoers outside of New 
York. They have never heard of the 
actors, and so many cheap and second- 
rate companies have been foisted on them 
as original New York casts that they are 
naturally careful. But they do know 
names like Skinner and Barrymore, 
Faversham, Fred Stone, Hampden and 
plenty more, and they'll flock to see 
them. :

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HERE, oh where, is the old theatri- 


cal boo? In the days, of the 

Bowery Theater, of the ten-twent. 
thirt, of pancake hats and the begin- 
nings Of Owen Davis, it used to drive 
objectionable hamfatters from the stage. 
But now they go right on hamfatting 
so long as they have the sanction of one 
misguided and unseeing manager. If 
the boo could only return it might open 
said manager’s eyes thru the medium of 
his ears, and—to grow further anatom- 
ical—he might realize Just what he had 
on his hands, 

The boo it seems is in present disre- 
pute. A Mr. Vallee, it is true, got a 
larger quota of vegetables than he paid 
for at the grocer’s one day in Boston re- 
cently, but that is merely an isloated 
instance perpetrated by an isolated in- 
dividual. And, what is more, con- 
demned by the populace at large. 


It's all right, it seems, to show ap- 
proval in the theater. The practice is, 
in fact, encouraged by benevolent man- 
agements, called the life and soul of the 
actors’ art, and praised in various other 
ways calculated to wake the customers 
from their inherent state of lethargy. 
But let one luckless, reckless, iconoclastic 
wight indulge in the gentle pastime of 
booing, and he will find that it is strict- 
ly and rigidly verboten. A polite usher 
will voice the management’s disapproval 
—and, if necessary, physically enforce 
the management’s decrees. And, not only 
that, but the other customers will prob- 
ably move eway as tho the booer had 
been strickcn with the more virulent 
form of bubonic plague. It is an era 
of etiquette in the theater. 

It wasn’t so in the old days, when a 
certain famous sister team, which may 
as well remain unnamed, had to play 
behind a wire netting. And that was 
only about half a century ago. 

It may be argued—and it probably is 
arrued—that booing stops other folk 
from enjoying the so-called show. But 
the show capable of drawing forth a 
boo is usually a show than can be en- 
joyed by very few, and by those few only 
on their infrequent escapes from the 
asylums. 

Also it is said that the booer, instead 
of booing, may merely walk out of the 
playhouse. That is true. But what your 
scribe is arguing for is not the unre- 
stricted use of the boo, but the boo only 
under extreme provocation — which, 
heaven knows, comes often enough in 
the modern theater. Also the boo 
should come not whenever or wherever 
the booer pleases, but in its own ap- 
pointed time and place. 

The objections to booing apply just as 
much to applauding as things stand 
now. Nothing is more annoying than 
a scene interrupted by the hectic hand- 
clapping of a loyal and die-hard claque. 
The clap, like the boo, should come at 
the end of a scene or an act and’ serve 
to show the popular reaction to any 
given play or actor. 

If you’re taken in and fooled by the 
management into seeing an unworthy 
play performed by unworthy actors—and 
you very often are these days—it would 
seem that you should have some redress 
left you short of marching out into the 
cool night air, kicking viciously at the 
handiest hydrant, and resolving never 
again to go to the theater. The legiti- 
mate use of the boo might bring back 
some customers who now stay away. 
They'd know that a bad play could-— 
and would—be booed. And they'd feel 
& great deal less sore about being taken 
in if they could indulge in an integral 
part of the booing. 

And also, on the receiving end, the boo 
wight help to rid the stage of various 
actors, play-~rights, and whatnot who 
“t present can only be described as 
menaces.

Act Well in Mediocre Play 


NEW YORK, March 14.—Yesterday 
afternoon at the Belasco Theater the 
students of the American Academy of 
Dramatic Arts put on David Gray and 
Avery Hopwood’s dated and farcical 
comedy, The Best People. Production 
served only to show that wisecracks of 
a few years back are deader than a 
censor’s sense of decency, and that the 
students of the academy can turn in 
some good acting even when they're 
playing in a not-so-good play. 

Cast was eminently sufficient, tho none 
of them had any possible chance to shine 
because of the lines they were forced to 
say. Honors, such as could be gathered, 
went to Andrew ,Hutchins, who lent 
strength and reality to the part of Henry, 
the chauffeur from Birdsville, and to 
Betty Kashman, who played a broad part 
even more broadly than it deserved, but 
who came thru like an experienced—and 
accomplished—trouper when the heel of 
her slipper snapped in the course of the 
action. Way she carried off a difficult 
situation (she ad libbed better lines than 
Gray or Hopwood ever wrote) more than 
made up for an obvious interpretation.

It offers nothing new in the way of 
thrills, and makes use of much that any 
audience must be weary of by now. 
There is a story backed up by an in- 
surance fraud, a dead man in a cemetery 
vault (who turns out to be very much 
alive), a murder and a near murder. Oh, 
yes, aNd an English accent. Many time. 
worn tricks were used to draw screams 
from the audience, but success was met 
with only once. The audience had seen 
a mystery play. 

A capable cast does what it can with 
parts that offer little or nothing. Claude 
Cooper is an amusing cabbie who be- 
comes frightened at convenient inter- 
vals and finds .comfort only when he 
turns host to a constable and freely 
dispenses liquor. Annabella Murray does 
all the things that an innocent but 
suspected young girl is supposed to do 
under trying circumstances. The doctor 
(there must always be a doctor) does 
the same. Richard Nicholls, as an in- 
surance investigator, helps to unwind 
the dramatic puzzle in the expected 
fashion. Rebekah Garden is good as an 
English housekeeper. Rupert Clark, as 
Inspector Matthews, carries out the au- 
thor’s idea of a British officer. Settings 
by Cleon Throckmorton are well done. 

Gray Shadow is obviously built to run 
on a modest intake, but be it ever so 
modest it would be too much for this 
one.

He went at the part like a 
second-hand clothing dealer after a 
herring and strove valiantly, with much 
mugging and such, to squeeze it dry. 
But the total result was merely one of 
broad and not highly effective burlesque. 
And that was a result that neither the 
play nor the direction seemed entirely 
to sanction. 

The rest were perfect. It would seem 
that in order to qualify as a Broadway 
initiate one must have made at least 
seven wisecracks sniggering at Walter 
Hampden’s ability to act. This scribe, 
for one, fears that he will never qualify 
To him Hampden is America’s first 
actor. It may be—and the actor’s critics 
are quick to point it out—that he reads 


his parts rather than acts them. Buf 
he reads them with passion, intensity, 
beauty and fire—and, above all, intelli- 


gence. It is thru this intelligence that 
he brings back a style of acting that is 
above and beyond the ability of his de- 
tractors to comprehend. For intelligence 
in acting seems to be something of a 
Icst art and certainly one that sails far 
over the heads of various playgoers. 

Fay Bainter—who, the program says, 
created the title role of Lysistrata in 
Philadelphia last year!—made Lady Mary 
believable and delightful. In fact, all 
cf the rest were far above the average. 
And especially so Ernest Glendinning, as 
the Hon. Ernest Woolley. 

Settings by Gates & Morange, and the 
splendid electrical effects by A. Greshoff 
—-and especially that at the end of Act 
TI—deserve more than this passing word 
of praise 

If you are a Barrieophile, as is your 
scribe, rush to the New Amsterdam with 
all due haste and keep rushing there at 
an average of about once a week If 
you are a playgoer who appreciates 
calm and intelligence, journey there at 
least once. But if you liked Street Scene 
and Strange Interlude the chances are 
that you had better stay away.

A pioneer story of Kentucky in the 
days of Daniel Boone, based on Elizabeth 
Madox Roberts’ book of same name. 
Picture has been quite well done, tho 
slightly long drawn out. There have 
been so many of these pioneer stories in 
the cycle that seems to be in vogue 
at present that it will no doubt lose 
much of its value and become slightly 
reminiscent of others that have gone 
before. 

John Mack Brown, who seems slated 
for all the roles in which he can use 
his Southern drawl to good effect, has 
the leading male role. Tho Brown is 
dressed in buckskin and moccasin, he 
plays the role much in the same man- 
ner that he did Billy the Kid. Eleanor 
Boardman, as the wife who follows her 
husband over a long trail to new ter- 
ritory and then suffers untold hardships, 
is excellent. Gavin Gordon is good as 
the second husband, while Lucille La 
Verne, who handles the role of a hardy 
old woman traveling with her sons to 
the new goal, is still the excellent player 
that she was on the legitimate stage. 


Charles Brabin, one of the older di- 
rectors of the screen, handled the mega- 
phone. One can find much to praise in 
his directorial effort and much to cen- 
sure. One of his praiseworthy sequences 
is the climb up the mountainside in a 
pouring rain, while in contrast to this 
nice piece of work are the snow scenes 
that are so heavily overdone and so 
stucioish looking that they bring titters. 


Roberts’ story was constructed for the 
screen by Edith Ellis and the director. It 
tells of Buck Jarvis, a man of nerve, who 
has learned of a new country west of 
Virginia—Kentucky. He has his friends 
and neighbors hear Daniel Boone tell of 
the new land, where there are great 
meadows and untold wealth. Jarvis de- 
cides to set out for the new land with 
many of his neighbor-friends. Before 
starting on the long journey he marries 
Diony Hall (Miss Boardman). Trek 
across wild country and precipitous 
mountains, with the hazards of storms, 
famine and attacks by Indians, is inter- 
estingly pictured. Arrived at their new 
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goal, Jarvis’ mother is murdered and 
scalped by an Indian chief. Indian 
taunts Jarvis with his mother’s scalp, 
and Jarvis sets out to kill the chief. He 
has to go far into the Shawnee territory 
and is missing for two years. His wife, 
hearing he has been killed and needing 
the aid of a man, merries Evan Muir. 
After several months Jarvis pulls an 
Enoch Arden and returns. Law of the 
country in a case of this kind is that 
the wife shall be allowed to choose the 
man she wants. Feeling indebted to 
Muir, the wife chooses him, but he 
realizes that all the time she has been 
longing for her first husband and that 
her choice of him i# only gratitude, 
leaves her with Jarvis.

Old 
story was @ favorite both in book form 
and on the stage and was one of the big 
Griffith money makers when first pro- 
duced as a film. 

Today it creaks with time-worn situa- 
tions and melodramatics that present- 
day audiences will not accept with any 
degree of sincerity. In spite of this, it 
would be well for directors to take a look 
at the Griffith storm scenes that lend 
more realism than any of those of recent 
years. 

There may be a certain audience today 
for this production; for in looking over 
the patrons of this house there were 
many motherly looking women who took 
it in all seriousness, while lads wearing 
knee trousers, accompanying a couple of 
them, laughed at the most dramatic 
moments. However, there are names in 
the picture. 

Lillian Gish is the girl, Richard Barthel- 
mess the boy, and bad Lowell Sherman 
the villain. Other oldtimers include Burr 
McIntosh, Emily Fitzroy, Creighton Hale 
and Mary Hay, who was just blossoming 
into a star at the time the film was made.

Herbert Fields has arranged a rather 
diverting, innocuous little story in this 
one. It is no great shakes, but as a 
programer will hold its own quite nicely. 
It is a typical musical comedy story, and 
in spite of the thumbs-down attitude of 
the motion picture public on musical 
productions, this ome has a couple of 
numbers that are thoroly relevant to 
the plot, and so nicely inserted that 
they do not hamper the story. 

In this one Fields has brought to- 
gether two extremes of American sociefy. 
Girl is the daughter of Croesuslike 
parents, while the boy comes from the 
hoi-polloi, being a riveter. While work- 
ing on a building next door to the 
building in which the millionaire has 
his apartment, the two meet when a 
red-hot rivet is thrown thru the girl's 
window. Boy scrambles thru to put out 
a fire that the bolt has started, and the 
romance begins. Girl, unusually demo- 
cratic, tells the boy he is class-con- 
scious and decides to go out on a date 
with him and a couple of his friends. 
They visit a chop-suey joint, where there 
is a bit of good comedy. Naturally, the 
girl is wooed by a wealthy youth. Finally 
the boy and his pals are invited to the 
girl’s country home, where a bazaar is 
being given for charity. Of course, he 
and his two friends pull all sorts of 
faux pas that are good for laughs. Girl 
has led her parents to believe the boy 
is an architect, and when he finds she 
is ashamed of the fact that re is a day 


laborer he leaves in a huff. But the 
girl has found romance and won't let it 
get away. She learns he is working on 
a new building in Greenwich Village 
and rents an apartment next to the 
building that is being erected, They 
finally get together, and the picture 
ends in a clinch and fadeout. 

Ben Lyon has the role of the boy and, 
directly opposite to his rather weak 
portrayal in My Past, seems thoroly at 
home in this role. Lyon seems much 
more acceptable in a character part 
than as a straight juvenile. He does 
most of the musical numbers and gets 
by in great style. Ona Munren, who was 
not so successful in her first film ven- 
ture, seems to have improved vastly in 
this one, both in her manner of work- 
ing before the camera and in appearance 
Inez Courtney and Tom Dugan, in two 
comedy roles, are excellently cast. Clar- 
ence Badger’s direction helps make this 
programer a little above the average 
grind film.

Charles Bickford plays a dual role.

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ASCAP Rating 
Brings Kicks 


Nonmembers claim classi- 
fying influenced by poli- 
tics—talk of court action 


NEW YORK, March 14—At 
least half a dozen popular music 
publishers have expressed their 
dissatisfaction over the rating 
they have received at the hands of 
the classification committee of the 
American Society of Composers, 
Authors and Publishers. 

Most of them are not members of the 
Music Publishers’ Protective Association, 
and maintain that this is one reason 
why they do not get the rating to which 
they feel they are entitled. They say 
that the classifying of members is more 
or less of a farce and influenced by 
politics. 

These publishers have discussed the 
matter among themselves and gone s0 
far as to consult an attorney on the 
possibility of haling the society to court 
and forcing it to give them a fair deal. 
While discussing the matter, one pub- 
lisher remarked: 

“There’s one firm down the street that 
hasn't released a worth-while song in 
two years, yet it gets a rating almost 
equal that of another concern witheone 
hit after another. Another publisher, 
whose catalog has been increasing stead- 
ily, as well as the demand for his pub- 
lications, gets demoted every time the 
society makes a new class. Committee 
makes rules for one fellow and excep- 
tions for another. 

“Committee says it rates a member 
according to the frequency with which 
his numbers are played over the air and 
by places paying the society for the 
privilege of playing its numbers, but 
eccording to my way of shinking it rates 
@ member on personal likes and dislikes 
and whether he is a member of the Pub. 
lishers’ Protective Association.” 

This feeling of dissatisfaction is not 

ew. In fact, it has been increasing in- 
ead of diminishing Most of the 
maller firms do not feel they can afford 
to pay the heavy toll demanded by the 
Music Publishers’ Association, and they 
don’t see why members of this set should 
be given any preference, as the Publish- 
ers’ Association doesn’t do anything for 
the American Society of Composers, 
Authors and Publishers that the small 
publisher doesn’t do in his own way. 

There has been some talk among the 
Gisgruntled publishers about organizing 
a new society to collect their own revenue 
from broadcasters and others using popu- 
lar music for commercial purposes.

Publishers’ Association 


Opens Drive on Plug Graft 


NEW YORK, March 14.—Music Pub- 
lishers’ Protective Association has started 
its long-threatened drive against pub- 
lishers who pay leaders to “plug” tunes 
on the air and elsewhere. 

Following a meeting held by the Pub- 
lishers’ Association, a representative of 
this body has been dispatched to call 
upon three publishers, not in the Pro- 
tective Association, with the object of 
trying to induce them to guit paying. 

At one publisher’s office where the 
representative called, the latter was 
politely, but firmly, informed that the 
publisher was not interested in anything 
the Music Publishers’ Protective Associa- 
tion might think or have to say. 

Practice of paying leaders for plugging 
tunes is receiving a great deal of atten- 
tion among music men and comes in 
for daily discussion. Despite the re- 
ported threat of the Publishers’ Associa- 
tion to bring the matter to the atten- 
tion of the Federal Trade Commission in 
case the offending publishers do not 
cuit of their own accord,’ the consensus 
of opinions is that there is no legal way 
to eliminate the practice. In sum- 


ming up the situation one publisher, 
not a member of the association, said: 

“If Joe Doaks visits a hotel grill and 
feels the urge to present a leader with 
a $10 bill to play a certain tune, he is 
not committing any crime, and his act 
does not jibe with the rulings of the 
Federal Trade Commission. And if the 
same Joe Doaks wishes to go from one 
hotel to another and pay the leader at 
each place $10 or $20 to play his favorite 
tune, that is Joe’s privilege. And if a 
person, who holds no rights in a song, 
has the privilege to pay to have it 
played, why can’t the publisher do like- 
wise? Persons who talk about this prac- 
tice in conjunction with the Federal 
Trade Commission should take a few 
weeks Off and study the law pertaining 
to bribing salesmen and others in re- 
straint of trade.” 

Several publishers, who have reputa- 
tions as “payers”, smile when reminded 
of the threat to make them stop paying 
or quit the business. These fellows 
have figured it out that it is better to 
buy sure chain “plugs” at regular inter-

name, writes in to this department, 
not to register a squawk or to grind an 
ax, but merely to elucidate a bit on 
the tent-show industry. 

Now the tent-show business has been 
kind to Charley, of the Worthan clan. 
It has always treated him kindly, and he 
has always been able during the last 15 
years to knock out a right smart living 
in the game. According to his own 
admissions, he hasn’t a single enemy in 
the profession, and doesn’t owe a day's 

lary to anyone. Neither has he ever 
iskked ah actor to take a cut. Those 
qualifications alone would be sufficient 
to brand him a pretty decent sort of a 
fellow. 

But all this is beside the point. Fora 
long time Worthan has been bothered 
with several questions pertaining to the 
repertoire business. He feels that these 
same questions have been. preying upon 
minds of other tent-show managers 
as well and he is anxious to have them 
answered. Before listing the questions 
Manager Worthan wants it known that 
his is an Equity show, that it always 
has been, and was the first tent show 
west of Chicago to go Equity. Here’s 
what Worthan would like to know: , 

“Why do actors, in writing for work, 
say ‘Equity, paid up’; ask you to fulfill 
your Equity obligations, and then come 
on to the show back a year or so in 
dues? Then about a week after the 
show is out, on hops the big boy from 
the office, and in order to keep going 
you must advance back and present 
dues: all this after you have advanced 
tickets and money to get them on the 
show. In other words, you advance 
money to pay for the obligations which 
Equity insists you must extend. 


“Why do actors say they are 29 when 
they are 40? 


“Why, if an actor has a claim, or says 
he has, against a manager, is Equity on 
the job the next day; but with a man- 
ager against an actor the former must 
carry on his action by mail, sign papers, 
get the company to sign; then it must 
go to the Council, and is carried on for 
a long time? 


“How many actors really have the 
show at heart and try to fill their ob- 
ligations? There are lots that say 
‘Equity doesn’t say so’ and ‘Equity will 
make you’ and hold this over you after 
they get out of debt. 

“Why do you have to tell an actor to 
‘please’ put on a clean dress shirt, and 
why do they fish of golf all day and 
as a result are too tired to give their 
best? 

“Why will they wear tan shoes with 
the evening dress when they have others, 
and why do they have to be told to look 
over their lines, and forget all about the 
way they were directed in the play, and 
instead play it to suit themselves, not 
the manager? 

“Why do they always know more about 
a play than the man who wrote it? And 
why are you always told how well they 
did on so and so’s show, and where they 
have been, and who wanted them so 
badly? 

“This thing could go on and on, but 
I'll get h—! from everyone as it is, so 
better close. Despite all that has been 
said on the repertoire situation, I don’t 
believe there is anything radically wrong 
with the tent road. Many of the tent

vals than to pay out the same money 
to song “pluggers” for occasional “plugs” 
over loca] stations or small hookups. One 
publisher, when quizzed why he insisted 
on paying leaders, said: 

“It’s the quickest and best way to find 
out if I have a piece of song material, 
and then .the quickest and best way to 
convert that material into a hit. Why 
showd I pay out $300 a week to a band 
and orchestra manager and song ‘plug- 
gers’ to hang around places where dance 
bands play and broadcast in the hopes 
of talking the leader into an occasional 
‘plug’, when for that same $300 I can 
put five chain leaders on my payroll at 
#25 a week each, who will give me from 
15 to 25 chain ‘plugs’? And with the re- 
mainder of the $3000 I can corral ap- 
proximately 10 local ‘plugs’. I am pay- 
ing for what I get and I'm not commit- 
ting any crime. I’m not asking any- 
body how to run by business, and I’m 
not trying to tell the other publishers 
how to run theirs.” 

Word leaked out the other day that 
the music moguls at the National Broad- 
casting studios are making a careful 
checkup on all programs to note what 
tunes appear too frequently. It is said 
that NBC plans to limit tunes to a cer- 
tain number of times each week. This 
step has been taken, according to a re- 


port, in an effort to prevent leaders from 
delivering to publishers paying for 
“plugs”. Some music men argue that a 
firm paying for the privilege of broad- 
casting has the right to select its cwn 
musical numbers, regardless of how the 
NEC officials feel about them or the 
publishers. 

Just now it looks as tho the drive 
Started by the Music Publishers’ Pro- 
tective Association is only the beginning 
of a battie royal among the Publishers’ 
Association, publishers who pay, the 
NBC and commercial firms which buy 
time on the local stations and chain 
hookups.

Generally, the proposition is one of 
those hurry-up affairs in which it is impossible to 
check all ends. A production that is a failure will 
have many debts against it in addition to the salaries 
of the performers. Verbally all of these creditors may 
assure you that they want nothing, and at the end 
of the week you will find that you have worked a 
week to pay them You, as a co-operative com- 
pany, and, therefore, as managers, have no wage 
claims against the box office that can legally super- 
sede theirs 

Don't aid Managers in escaping their just debts 
by following like sheep ‘vhen you are offered a present 
of a production. There must be something wrong 
with it or it wouldn’t be a present. “Fear the Greeks 
when they come bearing gifts.” 

Many unscrupulous people are going to try to 
take advantage of a bad season to tear the Chorus 
Equity contract to pieces. It was won after a six 
weeks’ strike. Many of our members feel that its 
provisions are not sufficiently drastic. Yet those pro- 
visions, won by a strike, have been held only by 12 
years of constant vigilance 

Your executives who have worked thru those 12 
years have seen many shows fold up—have been in 
many fights to obtain salaries for our members. 
Surely those 12 years have taught them more about 
the business end of the theater than our members 
can know

Figures prove that house managers are much interested 
in stage shows—promptness in answering questionnaires 
a good sign—may lead to re-establishing tabloid circuit 


That tabloid, as well as other types of stage entertainment, is 
definitely in line for a comeback in picture houses in the very near 


future is set down in facts and 


cold figures by the results of a 


diligent survey of the field being conducted by Bob Shaw and Homer 
Neer, of the Gus Sun Booking Exchange, Springfield, O. 


Shortly following The Billboard’s re- 
cent change to 100 per cent “flesh” 
policy, Shaw and Neer conceived the idea 
of circularizing all the houses on the 
firm's books, with a view towards find- 
ing how the various theater managers 
stand on the matter of “flesh” entertain- 
ment. 

Questionnaires were sent out to more 
than 500 house managers, asking whether 
they would, at the present time, be in- 
terested in real, live stage entertainment. 
Results of the survey, to date, have 
been astounding. 

Promptness with which the queries 
and answers have been returned to the 
Sun office indicates a more than casual 
interest in the return of “in-the-fiesh” 
entertainment among the talkie-house 
managers. 

Questionnaires were mailed out from 
the Sun office in Springfield Saturday, 
March 7. In a visit to the Sun office 
last Wednesday, we were shown a stack 
of these circulars that already had been 
answered and returned by the various 
house managers. There were at least 100 
of them, and more pouring in steadily. 

All of the managers, without excep- 
tion, displayed a keen interest in the 
matter of augmenting their talkie pro- 
grams with stage shows. Questionnaires 
were mailed thruout the Middle West, as 
well as some parts of the South and 
West. 

Doubtlessly the Sun firm will profit 
to a great extent by the idea, as the 
majority of the questionnaires returned 
asked the office to quote prices on stage 
shows. Majority of the managers dis- 
played a desire to swing into the “in- 
the-fiesh” policy immediately. Others, 
altho very interested, expressed the 
desire to inaugurate a stage attraction 
policy in the fall, 

It is the plan of the Sun office to 
follow up these valuable leads with facts 
and figures on the various attractions 
now on its books. A catalog also will be 
gotten up to be mailed out to the list. 

This seems an ideal opportunity for 
the Sun office to re-establish its tabloid 
circuit, which was left to die out almost 
completely, shortly after the invasion of 
the talkies.

of operation. Apparently the com- 
monwealth idea was originated solely for 
the manager’s benefit. Offhand, we 
cannot think of a single instance wher 
a performer received his regular salary, 
or a few dollars in excess of it, working 
under the commonwealth plan. 


The word commonwealth means not)- 
ing to the performer. To the manager 
it means a certain amount of insurance 
or protection on a date that looks any- 
thing but good. Almost invariably the 
commonwealth idea is instigated on the 
spur of the moment by the manager to 
protect himself. The performer, in most 
cases, has nothing to say on the matter. 
He either works commonwealth or looks 
for another job. With the common- 
wealth idea in force the performer has 
learned to look for some paltry fee in 
his envelope instead of his regular week's 
Salary. 

. * ° 

Have you ever heard of a manager in- 
stituting the commonwealth plan just 
before moving into a “red-letter” date? 
Neither have we. It just isn’t done. But 
let a manager move into a date which 
calls for percentage and which, in show 
parlance, looks “lousy” from the out- 
set, and immediately the commonwealth 
racket is thrown into play. 

. . . 

We are utterly opposed to the com- 
monwealth idea as practiced by the 
majority of the managers. Where a per- 
former joins a company with the under- 
standing that the troupe is working 
strictly commonwealth, on good stands 
as well as on foul balls, thruout the 
season, then the plan has some sem- 
blance of honesty. But where the com- 
monwealth gag is used occasionally as a 
safeguard for the manager, and then 
only on mouse-trap spots, where the per: 
former hasn't the slightest chance of 
getting any way near his regular salary, 
it is a rank imposition. 


These managers who are so quick in 
setting up the commonwealth idea on 
the “joker” dates never are willing to 
divide the profits of an exceptionally 
good week with their players. So you 
see the equal-sharing plan doesn’t work 
both ways. 


Then again the commonwealth game 
is a very flexible gadget. If a company 
goes in on a so-called “bloomer” oD 
commonwealth, and if by some stroke of 
fate the date pans out above expecta- 
tions and has all the earmarks of turn- 
ing out to be a profitable date, there !> 
nothing to prevent the manager from 
switching from commonwealth to 
straight salaries. And that, needless to 
say, is the usual procedure.

In the same issue appeared the ad of the 
George Christy Minstrels, of which 
George Christy and R. M. Hooley were 
owners and managers and S. C. Cooley, 
musical director. The Christy troupe 
was about to take to the road. The ad 


reads: “The most talented company 
ever organized. Sixteen of the best vo- 
cal, instrumental, terpsichorean and his- 
trionic performers ever engaged in the 
minstrel business, who challenge the 
world to compete with them in any 
branch of the profession. They will vis- 
it Philadelphia, Boston and Washington 
prior to opening in the great metropolis,” 
The ad of Sanford’s Minstrels shows that 
company occupying Sanford’s Opera 
House, Philadelphia, and billed as “the 
largest, oldest and best organization of 
minstrels in the world, comprising 20 
performers, the whole under ‘tthe direc- 
tion of Samuel S. Sanford.” At the same 
time the Morris Brothers, Pell and Trow- 
bridge Minstrels were permanently lo- 
cated at Ordway’s Hall, Boston.

Hl ROAD is not dead! If you are in- 
clined to believe the contrary, we call 
your attention to the amazing success 
being enjoyed by Ethel Barrymore in “The 
Love Duel” on her tour of the one-nighters 
thru the South. Everywhere she is playing 
to packed houses. She is bringing pros- 
perity to her managers, her company, the 
stagehands, theater owners, not to mention 
the hotel keepers and merchants in the 
towns she is playing. 


There is no doubt the one-night stands 
are hungry for legitimate attractions, and in 
satisfying this demand Miss Barrymore 
proves again that she not only is a great 
artist, but an astute showwoman as well. 


The road is not dead, but there are a 
good many so-called producers and man- 
agers who are. They Will gamble their own 
dollars or those of their “angel” on some 
claptrap aimed at pure Broadway appeal 
and pass up a tremendous audience in the 
hinterland. 


As soon as the managers wake up to the 
fact that there is plenty of money on the 
road, but that it cannot be tapped with the 
suggestive plays Broadway swallows, the 
first major step will have been taken toward 
rejuvenating the theater outside of New 


York. 


It is all very well to say Miss Barry- 
more’s success is due tb the magic power of 
her name. Perhaps there is something to 
that argument, but we are inclined to think 
it weak. Other productions without any 
Barrymore name have made money, and 
lots of it, on the road. Productions without 
even a “name” have cleaned up. 


On the other hand, there are a good 
many stars who could make profitable road

tours if they would. They won't, however, 
and that seems to be one of the wrenches 
that have been thrown into the works. We 
don’t know just what can be done about it, 
but we have a reasonably good idea that if 
the producers who shout loudest about help- 
ing the theater would make their people 
troupe, they'd take to the road. 

If in such a year as this it is possible for 
kthel Barrymore, or anyone else, to play to 
packed houses thru a section of the country 
that has been unusually hard hit, then the 
road is far from dead. 

As we view the situation, the return of 
the road in a sufficient degree to make it 
imperative for the managers to produce for 
it would solve more than one problem fac- 
ing the theater. 


The return of the road, for example, 
would automatically solve the censorship 
question, which is looming more and more 
as areal menace. Produters know that the 
road will not stand for dirt. It takes no 
great amount of reasoning, then, to conclude 
that if the managers aim their product at 
the road they cannot tolerate dirt. Ob- 
viously, too, if dirt is not tolerated there is 
no need for censorship. 


A five-year-old child can reason the 
thing, but the producers are still in the dark. 
Possibly that’s the answer to what’s wrong 
with the road. 


High Rates No Reason for 
Avoiding Park Advertising 

CASUAL survey of park advertising 

methods during the height of any 

season invariably shows that most 
park managements avoid the paid medium 
in the larger cities. Save for a handful of 
parks situated in the big towns or in towns 
very close to great industrial and manutac- 
turing centers, the majority of impresarios 
prefer to steer clear of the advertising 
columns because of, among other things, the 
so-called prohibitive rates. Of course, some 
budgets, simmered down to a paltry few 
dollars, eliminate advertising from the start. 
More’s the pity. 


Generally, where the rate is high, as is 
the case in the metropolitan newspapers, the 
distribution warrants the rate. Any news- 
paper which commands a far-reaching and 
influential circulation is within its rights in 
asking for a substantial fee for its adver- 
tising. Similarly, where the rate is com- 
paratively small it will be found that the cir- 
culation—which is the Golden Fleece for 
which a manager should go in quest—is in 
precise proportion, 

This is not a suggestion to dissuade the 
park manager from advertising in the small, 
strictly local newspapers if his park happens 
to be located in a small community. News- 
papers whose sphere is limited offer a cer- 
tain function, and reach a public which the 
larger papers obviously miss. Advertising, 
whether in the small, home newspaper or in 
the large, widely distributed one, is worth 
while and necessary. The point under dis- 
cussion is that managers should not be 
scared away from the larger ones if the rates 
happen to be what appear to them as high. 
If the park has merit it will be discovered 
eventually, but it is the business of the man- 
agement to bring the meritorious qualities 
to the attention of the public thru judicious 


and carefully planned advertising, and, of 
course, proper exploitation. 


Small budgets offer no logical reason for 
silence in the paid columns. It may be ad- 
vanced that limited appropriations offer a 
sound “economic” reason for limited adver- 
tising. But such reasoning is obviously at 
fault, because it winds around in circles, 
leaving us at random points and at the same 
distance from the center. Limited appro- 
priations mostly connote limited attendance. 
Advertising is as safe and secure an invest- 
ment as thousands of lights to illuminate 
the park, as they both approximate the same 
purpose. In short, budgets this year should 
be substantially increased, then watch your 
barometer soar—provided the park has 
something to offer, provided the park can 
fulfill its promise published in the advertis- 
ing columns—which is here submitted as 
the primary thing. 


Real Burlesquers Are Not 
To Blame for Conditions 

HIS is the age of specialization. Bur- 

lesque is about 20 years behind the 

times, and this explains to some extent 
why it has not yet been affected by the 
modern influence. Pick up a list of bur- 
lesque stock houses and investigate, if you 
can, how these houses are faring. Find out 
what kind of shows they are putting on and 
also who are the persons promoting them. 
The result will be interesting—and enlight- 
ening. You'll find that the flop shows and 
most of the shows running up against the 
coppers every week are being promoted by 
men who are turning to burlesque as a 
means of carrying on a racket. Men who 
are not dyed-in-the-wool burlesque show- 
men, either former mercantile marmadukes 
who have made their pile or picture ex- 
hibitors looking for a means of keeping a 
house open without worrying about film 
product. And there are, of course, the racket 
boys, who don’t invest a penny of their own 
but use the moneybags of dumb angels. 


Burlesque is in a pretty sad state, but it 
would not have degenerated as it has if not 
for the unwelcome outsiders, who are using 
their connection with the alleged profession 
for a thousand and one purposes. But not 
for the legitimate purpose of running a busi- 
ness that fills a definite place in the amuse- 
ment life of a community and gives employ- 
ment to artists, musicians and stagehands. 

Burlesque belongs to burlesquers. Only 
a man who has been in the profession for a 
stretch of years and knows the ins and outs 
can be expected to make a go of it in a stock 
venture. The others are hit-and-miss para- 
sites, and, like the villain in a meller, are 
out for no good. 


Leave burlesque to burlesquers and the 
business will have a fighting chance to: come 
back. Burlesque might not be as keen 2 
branch of the show business as in former 
days, but there are still many spots where 
it will be welcomed andesupported by the 
kind of public burlesque has been catering 
to since the old wheel days. The old bunk 
about catering to the public that wants dirt 
and offensive nudity has been exposed. It is 
possible for a burlesque promoter to educate 
his public to a more wholesome brand of 
entertainment, provided he is not a fly-by- 
nighter. Provided that he regards his ven- 
ture as a legitimate business, not a racket.

When Barnum’s Circus went to Lon- 
don in the fall of 1889, at the dock be- 
fore the show unloaded, an Englishman 
came aboard and introduced himself as 
Frank Bostock. After looking around, 
he said to George Conklin, the anima} 
man: 

“So this is your blooming Yankee cir- 
cus—eh, what! Now what ‘ave you got 
to h’excite us H’English people?” 

He was told it was the greatest show 
on earth. He predicted failure. Instead 
it was a great success. It must have got 
him “h’excited”, for he came to America 
a few years later. I saw Bostock and 
his show that he called Noah’s Ark on 
a lot in Harlem in 1893. He had three 
wagons or caravans, as they call them in 
England. He lived in one with his fam- 
ily. The other two contained four 
monkeys, five parrots, three lions, a 
sheep and a boxing kangaroo. He did 
not have a tent. The wagon was placed 
in a circle with a canvas wall around 
it. He had a carved wooden front. It 
was the most dilapidated outfit I ever 
saw. He went broke and stored his ani- 
mals in a stable in the city. 


Now here's where the showmanship 
comes in. He let one of his lions break 
out of its cage and kill an old horse 
that was left there for the purpose. 

When it was made known that there 
was a lion loose it caused great excite- 
ment. Bostock pretended he was afraid 
to go into the stable himself. He got 
Conklin from Bridgeport. Conklin went 
in, fired a few blank cartridges, and the 
lion sneaked back to its cage as harm- 
less as a big Newfoundland dog. This 
was the greatest publicity stunt pulled 
off in New York since Barnum’s Jumbo. 
All the newspapers carried the story on 
the front page. 


The lion was booked into Huber’s Mu- 
seum, and all New York flocked to see 
Bostock’s terrible, untamable lion, Wal- 
lace, and Big Frank, the boxing kanga- 
rdo. They were booked in museums all 
over the United States. The public at 
that time was museum crazy. There 
were no motion pictures. That's what 
started Bostock up the ladder of fame 
and fortune. Of course, this publicity 
stunt could not have been pulled off by 
Bostock alone, as he was a stranger here. 
He was helped by Barnum'’s press agent, 
Tody Hamilton, the greatest and most 
famous circus press agent in America of 
his day and time. He was a ereat fu- 
vorite with all the newspapermen in 
New York. It was thru him it was ac- 
complished. The full account of it is 
published in The New York World of 
October 27 and 28, 1893, on file in the 
New York Public Library. 


There is nothing new under the sun. 
Lord George Sanger, English circus king, 
pulled off the same stunt years before 
in London, but he used wolves instead 
of the lion. Showmanship. What is it? 
It is publicity. Get the people “h’ex- 
cited”. Barnum said “The people want 
to be humbugged”’ And the bigger the 
humbug the bigger the bite.

I caught the train for New Or- 
leans—i. e., just buying a ticket to New 
Orleans—for I was assuming that the 
boat trip from New Orleans, buying an- 
other ticket there, would be cheaper. 
When I bought my ticket in Memphis I 
casually mentioned to the ticket man 
that I was planning on taking a trip to 
Tampa. He made no effort to try to 
sell me a thru ticket or explain the 
advantage of same, and when I reached 
New Orleans I found that the boat fare 
to Tampa was $32.50. Had I bought a 
thru ticket with boat arrangement the 
entire fare would hav. only been $30 
thru to Tampa.

me $8.96. Not long ago I received a let- 
ter from A. C. Linton, general passenger 
agent, who told of the pleasure the com. 
pany had in serving me, etc. Very nice 
letter. So while the railroad companies 
for many years, without question, when 
they had things in their own hands, did 
do many things that were unfair to 


show people, ” firmly believe that they 
have seen the error of their ways now 
and are striving to do the right thing.

No doubt several “penny wise and 
pound foolish managers” will agrce with 
the recent article, “And Double B. and 
O.", but I believe that the showman 
realizes that the biggest and best part 
of the show was and still is the flash 
before the show or the band. I also 
believe that the reason for most of the 
show bands being discarded was hecause 
of the anguish of tolerating some actor 
who was handed a horn and told te play 
it and to show his versatility. He would 
be insulted if the director tried to help 
him, and wceuld insist he had played 
more than had ever been written. 


The professional musician has a lot 
more coming to him than he was ever 
paid. He was forced to do everything 
from drive stakes to do bits. And he 
was paid mostly in promises. 

Put the old game out this season with 
a real band of professional musicians, 
with a real stage director, and allow the 
average musician a little consideration 
and decent treatment, and you will get 
10 times the results that you will get 
by discarding your band or doubling 
your actors in the band You can’t 
make an actor or musician overnight. 
The musician must be talented before 
he can play any instrument ani hold 
any job, but with an actor, if he is a 
good dresser, has a good speaking voice 
and plenty of nerve, it is not so bad if 
the talent is lacking.

The new circus, which is beautifully 
Mounted with a new and attractive top, 
is a one-ring show Handsome, big 
wagons, painted in bright yellow, with 
colored portraits of the Fratellinis, serve 
as dressing rooms for the performers, and 
a number of tractors serve to haul these 
wazons and the tents between jumps. A 
menagerie tent and an electric light plant 
form part of the equipment.

WO weeks ago we commented edi- 
- torially on the use of nets by those 

performers who present daring per- 
formances in the air. It was stated that 
no artist of the dare-devil type in circus 
or theater ever becomes such a perfect 
human machine and s0 highly trained 
that he or she can afford to spurn the 
safety of the net when giving public ex- 
hibitions; also that the circus world re- 
cently had lost two aerialists, Lillian 
Leitzel and Katherine Solt, as a result of 
fatal injuries from falls, while perform- 
ing in the arena without the protection 
of nets. 

o . . 

Several excellent editorials, published 
in the dailies, treating on this subject, 
have come to our attention; also a letter 
from E. N. Johnson, of Mobile, Ala., which 
we think of sufficient interest to quote. 
Says Johnson; 

“Anent your splendid editorial on “Use 
of Net Does Not Imply Lack of Courage”, 
permit me to highly indorse The Bill- 
board’s safe and sane argument for the 
use of the net by aerialists. 

“Your timely publication of so perti- 
nent and logical appeal to aerial perform- 
ers, to manifest a greater regard for per- 
sonal safety by elimination of the un- 
necessary hazards to which some per- 
formers subject themselves by non- 
use of nets, is commendable. 

“The recent tragic and untimely deaths 
of two wonderful and widely known 
aerialists were a severe shock to the en- 
tire newspaper reading world, and a net 
would have prevented the loss of life. 

“When people in all occupations are 
taking every precaution for the preven- 
tion of accident, injury and death, isn’t 
it feasible for the circus performers to 
acquaint themselves that it is better to 
be ‘safe than sorry’?. There is nothing to 
gain by the folly of courting injury or 
death. 

“We spectators appreciate and laud the 
real trouper who gives the best in him or 
her, but it is a mistaken idea of some per- 
formers who think extra hazard is de- 
manded by the circus fan in general. 
This is all a myth. 

“Meritorious acts of aerialists are suf- 
ficient for generous appreciation, and the 
use of nets does not diminish our ap- 
proval and thanks for their endeavor, 
We pay to witness their acts, and non- 
use of the nets incurs a great peril to 
the performers, which if persisted in 
should be frowned upon by circus goers. 

“When extreme peril to the circus per. 
formers is eliminated, the programs will 
be more enjoyable and patronized by 
many who otherwise might stay away, 
fearing tragedies to the artists. 

“The use of the net does not imply 
lack of courage, but its use gives the im- 
pression of added hazard to the act and 
may prevent tragedy resulting from a fall. 
Net or no net does not prove prowess. 
Let ‘safety first’ be your goal.”

Old-Time Showmen 


By CHARLES BERNARD 


Freaks of nature among human beings 
and in animal life, together with un- 
usual happenings or gifted traits of char. 
acter, have been the source from which 
many strange and interesting exhibits 
have popularized the museum or side- 
show department of our American cifre- 
Cuses. The tattoo artist has added many 
remarkable examples of his skill on the 
limbs and bodies of men’ who later 
earned their living as an attraction with 
the side shows of various circuses. 

Captain George Costentenus, a native 
of Greece, was perhaps the most wonder- 
ful exhibit of tattooing on a human 
being ever seen in this country. Accord- 
ing to a statement made to physicians 
who examined him in the presence of a 
New York Times reporter and other news. 
paper men at the Astor House, New York, 
in October, 1876, he was born in 1832, 
When 30 years of age, he, a Spaniard and 
an American were engaged in a con- 
spiracy against the Greek Government in 
Chinese Tartary and were captured. They 
were offered the alternative of being bee 
headed or tattooed from head to foot. 
They all chose the tattooing. 

The Spaniard and American died while 
undergoing the cruel process of punish- 
ment. Costentenus had extraordinary 
physical strength and survived the ordeal, 
which required five to six hours daily 
for three months. He frequently begged 
to be put out of his misery. The tattoo- 
ing was artistically executed with the 
genuine red and blue inks used by the 
expert artists. Every inch of Costen- 
tenus’ body, head and limbs was covered, 
except his nose, ears and soles of his feet, 
Three hundred and eighty-eight figures, 
comprising fishes, animals, birds, mume- 
mies and hieroglyphics, were the designs 
which converted the skin of the victim 
into a scrambled mass of red and blue 
pictures, indelibly imprinted. After hee 
covering his strength and freedom, he 
was exhibited thruout Europe until early 
in 1876, when he left Vienna en route to 
America, contemplating exhibiting hime 
self at the Philadelphia Centennial. 


“Pp. T. Barnum’s Centennial Season at 
Gilmore’s Garden” was the heading of 
outstanding displays for the great show- 
man’s circus, menagerie and museum, 
which occupied the entire square 
bounded by Fourth and Madison avenues, 
26th and 27th streets. No attraction of 
unusual merit or amazing distinction was 
permitted to pass by if it could be en- 
gaged for “Barnum’s Great Show at Gil- 
more’s Garden”. Capt. Constentenus, the 
tattooed phenomenon, was discovered en 
route to Philadelphia, and immediately 
his plans were changed, and he became 
one of the extensively advertised features 
of the museum department of Barnum’s 
what he announced as “The Amusement 
Palace of the World”. 

It was truly a wonderful exhibition of 
-circus, menagerie and museum attrace 
tions in which Captain George Costen- 
tenus was fortunate enough to be intro- 
duced to American show patrons. During 
October and November, 1876, the specially 
advertised attractions presented at Gil- 
more’s Garden on the Barnum program 
included Barnum’s $25,000 Behemoth, 
only living hippopotamus in America; 
Martinho Lowande and Charles W. Fish 
were the featured equestrians; Romeo 
Sebastian, Mile. Amelia Carlo and Mme. 
De Berg were in the riding numbers, and 
Mrs. Whittaker’s comic mule got special 
mention. To all the amazing list of at- 
tractions the price of admission was only 
50 cents; children under nine, 25 cents, 
and reserved seats, 25 cents extra.

Would Have States Assume 
Control of Shores, Beaches 


‘ 


American Shore and Beach Preservation Association ap- 
proves movement to acquire water line areas for public 
enjoyment and prevent their passing to private individuals 


WASHINGTON, March 14—One of the most significant 
movements among the many of a constructive character in the 
United States, one which is backed by individuals and organizations 
working largely unselfishly and giving of their time to make it a 
success, and which movement is now only beginning to take on real 


impetus, is so closely allied with 
phases of outdoor amusement and 
recreation as to be of intense in- 
terest and importance to the 
amusement industry as a whole. 


Just a little while ago a conference 
Which was held in Washington, of po- 
tential importance to the amusement in- 
dustry, and which in itself was of prime 
interest, attracted comparatively little 
interest because of the fact, as suggested, 
it is a part of a movement which is now 
but just getting under way. 

This conference was held under the 
@uspices of the American Shore and Beach 
Preservation Association. Men and women 
who have won distinction in either public 
or private life or in both were present 
at this meeting for the purpose of giving 
their approval to a movement which 
looks to the acquiring by States of shores 
and beaches, as well as other scenic re- 
gions, “for public recreation and enjoy- 
ment”; to the acquiring of these reserves 
under public or quasi-public control in 
time to prevent their becoming the prop- 
erty of individuals, who would largely 
possibly utilize them for the promotion 
of purely personal pleasures. 

Robert G. Houston, representative-at- 
large in Congress from Delaware, one of 
the speakers at the conference, said in 
part that “a State has no greater asset 
than its shore line,” and that he would 
like to see his State step out in front in 
preserving for public use the Delaware 
water line. This water line, Houston 
pointed out, including rivers, is. about 
400 miles, despite the fact Delaware is 
only 100 miles long, and averages about 
30 miles in width. 

Horace M. Albright, director of the Na- 
tional Park Service, in commenting upon 
talk heard of a third-class of reserva- 
tion that would be neither national park 
nor national monument, said it is 
possible that some of the outstanding 
beaches the American Shore and Beach 
Preservation Association plans to acquire 
might come under some such heading. 
Right now, said Director Albright, there 
is no legal authority for the National 
Park Service acquiring such areas, but, 
he added, “there is no reason why we 
should not think about it as a future 
possibility.” 

Albright, as well as Representative 
Houston, and Major-General Lytle Brown, 
Chief of Army Engineers, approved State 
action in securing shores and beaches, 
with areas not now considered national 
in scope, and falling within the province 
of State or municipal preservation. Gen- 
eral Brown pointed out that the work of 
the Engineers Corps of the Army on 
shore and beach preservation grows out 
of its duty with relation to the Govern- 
ment’s interest in regulating commerce 
and in navigation. He offered the asso- 
ciation the assistance of his corps in the 
way of any information of value which it 
may have compiled in its work. 

Aside from the interest of the Ameri- 
can Shore and Beach Preservation Associa-

NEW YORK, March 16.—Gotham has 
a new fad which is going over in a big 
way, if one is to judge by the crowds 
trekking to the new Hobby House, ad- 
jacent to the Victoria Hotel, where Park 
avenue meets commoner and indulges in 
anything, from billiards-golf to shuffle- 
puck in “table-size” editions, created by 
Chester Pollard Amusement Company. 
Products of New York's night life con- 
gregate there and sample the latest ideas 
in indoor amusements concocted by the 
ingenious wizards of the Pollard outfit. 
W. C. Griffith, general overseer of the 
Hobby House, is the guide nonpareil for 
aristocrat, artisan and just-the-average. 
The place is fixed in an elaborate way 
and is scenically dazzling, particularly 
when the night comes on and the lights 
go up. 

The craze goes on from noon until the 
small hours of the morning, when Broad- 
way locks up a bit and prepares for the 
traditional Sleepy Hollow. When every- 


thing is in full swing you'll find the boys 
and girls exchanging tricks in table 
tennis, table hockey, shuffle-puck, bil- 
liards-golf, Saratoga, shuffle-board, wee 
golf, mystic checkerboards and a horde 
of other games. A substantial oblong 
space has been provided for the dance 
element, for the jaded and jazz-mad 
portion of the population. When you're 
sitting out you ornament yourself around 
a table and sip—soft drinks. Griffith 
calls his rendezvous a play house (not 
playhouse), charges 40 coppers for an 
hour for any game or mixture of games 
in the ensemble of toys, hobbies and 
pint-sized versions of American pas- 
times.

PITTSBURGH, Pa., March 14-—The 
Greater Pittsburgh, formerly known as 
the Homer Smith, one of the largest ex- 
cursion steamers on the Ohio River, 
burned to the water's edge here Wednes- 
day night. The boat, which was built 
at Jeffersonville, Ind., at a cost of $240,-

Then again the public is pretty well 
fed up on the movies aNd wants some- 
thing different. This has been proved 
in a number of instances where vaude- 
ville was reinstalled after being out some 
time. Auditoriums and convention halls 
have been doing quite well with “flesh” 
attractions, and dramatic stock shows 
signs of a great revival, Another point 
which also proves our contention that 
the public wants “flesh” is the fact that 
most of the indoor circuses staged in 
various parts of the country this winter 
have gone over very big from an attend- 
ance standpoint.

HILE a few of the larger parks 

have tried them out and found 

them successes, we would like to 
see everyone of consequence this year 
have a concession club. By concession 
club, in case you do not know, we mean 
an Organization of concessioners.

Thru such an organization there is a 
more harmonious operation of the vari- 
ous stores. A meeting can be held each 
week for the purpose of discussing vari- 
ous subjects presenting themselves, or 
for the thrashing out of troubles that 
might arise. 

. . . 

An arbitration board is a good thing 
to work in connection with such an or- 
ganization. For instance, the concession 
club would appoint one member of this 
board and the park management one, 
with a third one to be chosen by the 
two. This board’s purpose would be to 
iron out any differences which might 
spring up between the concessioners and 
the park management. 


E AGREE with George P. Smith, Jr.,

In Training of, Animals 


NASHUA, N. H., March 14.—John 
T. Benson, manager of the big ani- 
mal farm here, is back after a trip 
to Philadelphia, where he demon- 
strated before the Humane Society 
at the Sportsmen’s Show that cruelty 
in the subjugation of animals is un- 
necessary. Benson, who was in 
charge of the wild animal exhibits, 
proved his contention in a practical 
way by entering a cage of freshly 
captured mountain lions and snatch- 
ing a piece of meat thrown to it be- 
fore he enterted the cage. He walked 
around the cage without the use of 
the traditional stick or other device, 
causing the school to move around 
into different positions. During the 
demonstration Benson held his hands 
in his pockets, proving that not even 
a whip was necessary. He was 
dressed in a business suit and shirt 
sleeves, commenting that “regula- 
tion high-topped boots and red coats 
are not essential.”

WASHINGTON, March 14.—Representatives of the Interna- 
tional Association of Fairs and Expositions, by invitation of the 
Secretary of Agriculture, will confer with Department of Agricul- 
ture workers in Washington the week of March 23 on dissemina- 
tion of agricultural information thru exhibits. 


The members of the association 
selected for the conference are: Milton 
Danziger, chairman, assistant general 
manager, Eastern States Exposition, 
Springfield, Mass.; A. R. Corey, vice-presi- 
dent, International Association of FBairs 
and Exposition, secretary, Iowa State 
Fair, Des Moines, Ia.; William Boothby, 
general manager, Rochester Exposition, 
Rochester, N. Y.; Fred A. Chapman, sec- 
retary, Ionia Free Fair, Ionia, Mich. 

Improvements of methods and facilities 
for dissemination of agricultural in- 
formation by means of exhibits will be 
the theme ‘or discussion in the sessions 
of the conference, the department says. 
The conferees, altho only five in num- 
ber out of an association membership of 
about a hundred fairs, represent a poten- 
tial audience of more than a million 
patrons thru their own fairs. They come 
from different agricultural regions and. 
therefore, will bring to the department 
the views and needs of such varied areas 
as New England, the Lake States and 
the Middle West. 

Department of Agriculture educational 
exhibits are prepared and displayed 
under an appropriation that provides for 
exhibitions at State and Interstate ‘airs. 
The exhilitions are made possible thru 
a co-operative arrangement whereby the 
department provides the exhibits and 
personnel for their management and 
demonstration and the fairs furnish 
space, freight transportation, and other 
services that contribute materially to the 
success of the plan.

Having operated two speedways, the 
Langhorne at Philadelphia and the 
Woodbridge, N. J., half-mile board oval, 
during the 1930 season, as well as spon- 
soring the races at nearly 50 Eastern 
fairs, Hankinson’s opinion, based upon 
the actual experience of his multiple op- 
érations, should be particularly pertinent 
as a gauge of conditions as they affect 
that branch of outdoor amusements. 

“In 1930,” said Hankinson, “we took 
over the operation of the Langhorne and 
Woodbridge speedways at a time when 
warnings were flying thick and fast that 


i930 would be a poor season for all types 
of outdoor amusements. In addition to 
these warnings, the two speedways were 
in somewhat poor standing with race 
fans, due primarily to lack of proper 
management. But I had faith in auto 
races, properly presented and exploited, 
which would bring to these speedways 
the best talent obtainable in the sport. 
Both speedways were opened in May and 
the initial attendance, coupled with the 
caliber of the races, practically essured 
the reinstatement of these speedways in 
the public mind as the scenes of races 
which would give the public its money's 
worth—and more. 

“Twelve races were conducted at 
Woodbridge, while Langhorne was the

Strong arguments voiced 
against measure threaten- 
ing billboard advertising 


HARRISBURG, Pa., March 14. 
—Outdoor interests and others 
concerned had a hearing Tuesday 
night before the Ways and Means 
Committee of the House of Rep- 
resentatives on House Bill No. 
259, and brought out many facts 
in favor of billboard advertising, 
against which the measure is 
aimed. More than 400 persons 
were in attendance. 

The bill, as already explained in these 
columns, calls for the annual licensing 
of persons or corporations engaging in 
the business of outdoor advertising by 
means of billboards or other structures 
and the issuing of permits for the erec- 
tion, use and maintenance thereof, levy- 
ing an excise tax and providing penalties. 

The hearing was opened with addresses 
by officials of women’s clubs who urged 
that the bills be made law on the plea 
that billboards hide natural beauty or 
spoil scenic views, and at the same time 
create hazards. It was finally confessed 
that the aim was not to regulate and 
have billboards placed as would be fit- 
ting, but a step to eliminate all outdoor 
advertising. 


The Outdoor Advertising Association of 
Pennsylvania had several speakers who 
showed what care is being taken to avoid 
placing billboards at curves of highways 
and streets, and pointed out that hun- 
dreds of thousands of dollars are paid 
for labor and material to erect and post 
these billboards. 


The farmer organization cited the 
financial benefit received from billboards. 
It was argued that the money derived 
from billboards more than pays the 
farmers’ taxes and helps largely in keep- 
ing them from facing financial distress. 


The sylvania State Association of 
County irs, represented by its secre- 
tary-treasurer, J. F. Seldomridge, voiced 
its protest, citing to the members of the 
committee the great good fairs do to 
promote agriculture, the amount of 
money paid for labor, the many people 
given employment, etc. Seldomridge 
stressed the fact that the billboard is 
an adjunct of the fair, that it is an 
absolute necessity to put the fair’s ad- 


‘vertising before the public, and that 


without such publicity there would be 
decreased attendance and, naturally, 
smaller receipts, eventually putting al! 
fairs in the State out of business. 

Various labor organizations and others 
who do advertising on, billboards also 
presented their objections. 


The committee will meet shortly to 
take a vote on the bills. 


Improvements at Worthington 


WORTHINGTON, Minn., March 14.— 
Nobles County Fair committee men ex- 
pect to have improved at an early date 
the appearance and convenience of the 
fairgrounds here. Most of the plans 
have virtually been assured. One of the 
improyements is the intended removal 
of the old speed barns just inside the 
Humiston avenue gate and to makeethis 
ground into display place for machinery 
and sutomotive devices.

HE Albany County Woman's Chris- 
tian Temperance Union of Albany, 
N. Y., has stirred up a fuss over 


the manner in which the Albany- 
Schenectady County Fair there is con- 
ducted. The hullabaloo was brought on 
thru the adcption of a resolution at a 
recent meeting over which Mrs. C. P. 
Lindsay presided. To quote resolution: 

“Believing that the county agriculture 
feir should be educative and entertain- 
ing, that friendly competition and meri- 
torious awards should be a conspicuous 
part of the week’s program, that whole- 
someness and fair play only should 
haracterize the spirit of the fair, and 
that full money values should be given 
and received in honest sales. 


“Therefore, it is deplorable that the 
cheap, dirty, questionable carnival with 
its gambling and obscene shows has been 
allowed entrance to the fairs; that many 
patrons see only this as they are bereft 
of money and morals; that the worth- 
while exhibits of worthy patrons become 
less for lack of interest in an institution 
the standards of which are not suf- 
ficiently high; that from observation of 
several years we are convinced that the 
Albany-Schenectady County Fair at 
Altamont does not conform to the Agri- 
culture and Markets Law and is there- 
fore not entitled to the $6,000 paid by 
the State from the taxpayers’ money to 
cover the cost of premiums.” 


The statements contained in the reso- 
lution have been denied by Earl Bark- 
huff. president of the Albany County 
Fair Association, who declared that the 
fair was rated Class A by the State De- 
partment of Agriculture and Markets 
and adequately policed by State troopers 


and inspectors of the Agriculture De- 
partment. 
“It’s the same old story with Mrs. 


Lindsay,” said Barkhuff. “She follows 
the fair year after vear, making com- 
plaints against our receiving the money 
from the State to which we are entitled 
just because we will not allow her to 
dictate to us. She has never been able 
to produce evidence for any violations 
of the law she charges have been made. 


“Last year Captain A. B. Moore of the 
State troopers personally inspected 
everything in the fair, and all his sug- 
gestions were followed while the fair 
was in progress. In addition there were 
two inspectors from the Agriculture and 
Markets Department. Our fair has been 
rated Class A for several years, and we 
have always received the maximum 
money allowed by the State. 


“As an example of what Mrs. Lindsay 
is doing, I will cite an episode of 1929. 
Captain Moore was then in personal 
charge of inspecting the fair, such au- 
thority being given by the State to the 
troopers. Mrs. Lindsay complained to 
him of one show, and the Captain of- 
fered to take her before a magistrate 
where she could swear out a warrant. 
When they went before the magistrate 
and Mrs. Lindsay was told she would 
have to swear under oath to the com- 
plaint she wished to make she refused. 
This same thing has gone on for years 
and she has never been able to produce 
evidence. 

“If we ran our fair to please Mrs. Lind- 
say it would have no interest to the 
public.” 

The WCTU has become noted for its 
agitation against carnivals thruout the 
country. It does not strive to have what 
Objectionable features may creep in 
eliminated—it would like to see the car- 
Nival as an institution wiped out, and 
that is where its unfairness comes in. 
We hold no regard for the type of per- 
son who will make charges and not be 
able to produce the evidence. Barkhuff 
is tO be congratulated on his rejoinder 
to fhe unjust attack.

Says Policy of 


South Carolina 


State Fair Is “Live and Let Live” 


Speaking of the midway at the South 
Carolina State Fair, Columbia, Secretary 
Paul V. Moore says: “We have never ex- 
tracted blood money from concession- 
ers or carnival owners. We have pur- 
sued the policy of live and let live and 
have in return a square deal for decency 
on our grounds.” 

Moore makes this statement in answer 
to methods of salesmanship practiced by 
some fairs. He declares that the edi- 
torial, Changing Relationship Between 
Fairs and Concessions, published re- 
cently in The Billboard, brought out 
some interesting facts. 

In connection with this subject, Moore 
sends a copy of the paper which he read 
at the recent meeting of the Norfh 
Carolina Association of Fairs. Titled 
Your Fair Midway, it follows: 


“Every well-organized fair consists of 
two main gepartments—the educational] 
on the one hand and the amusement on 
the other. Of course, it is unnecessary 
for me to attempt to elaborate on the 
various phases of an educational fair and 
the part such a promotional agency 
plays in community upbuilding. When 
all is said and done education is the 
primary object for which fairs should 
strive. Human nature being as it is, it 
is impossible to put this idea over by 
itself. Men and women are said to be 
children grown up, and for that reason 
it is necessary to sugar-coat corn and 
potatoes and make them more appetiz- 
ing to the average fairgoer. On account 
of this psychological fact the amusement 
side has been injected into all successful 
fairs. 

“A number of years ago, when I began 
to know the ways of the general public 
with reference to fairs ana expositions, 
I learned a fact which has been an 
axiom in my fair activity, namely, that 
when people leave home for a day at a 
fair ‘they go primarily to be amused’. 
Any secretary who fails to bear this in 
mind is doomed to failure in fair or 
exposition promotion. There is much in 
the hackneyed expression, ‘You can 
lead a horse to water, but you cannot 
make him drink’. You might lay out 
before the general public the choicest 
products of field and shop; nature’s un- 
and mines, 
g displays of the arts and 
if his mind its bent on the 
Merry-Go-Round and wheels of fortune 
you have scant hope of holding him 
when his is elsewhere. I leaffied 
this lesson at the Jamestown Exposit 
a@ number of 
South Carolina 
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logical comprehensive State exhibit. The 
installation was a dream of loveliness. 
Home people camp, digested the whole 
matter in five minutes, and naively 
asked: ‘Where is the midway?’ This was 
a great shock to my pride, but has since 
been helpful to me in co-ordinating the 
sane and sober things with the light 
and frivolous in order that everyone 
might find something suited to his or 
her individua)] taste. 

“The problem therefore before the 
secretary is to strive at a proper bal- 
ance between these two essentials of a 
successful fair. Neither can stand alone, 
but each must depend upon the other. 
My observation is that in a number of 
smaller fairs this balance is not main- 
tained. The fair in reality is a carnival 
and, of course, fails to perform its 
proper function in the betterment of 
economic and civic conditions of that 
locality. 


“This brings us to the subject proper 
—Your Midway’. It is a pleasure zone 
or the amusement side of a fair and 
has two natural divisions, namely, (1) 
shows and rides, and (2) concessions. 
When I started in the fair game the 
entire midway had to be assembled—a 
ride here and a show yonder. These 
shows, I might say, were of a very low 
order and would not be tolerated by any 
fairs in existence today. The large 
privately owned carnival has come into 
existence, and with it a marked improve- 
ment in the character of the entertain- 
ment afforded the public. We do not 
have to blush for the ‘after-show’ in the 
rear of the girl tent, nor for the maiden 
in the well. This part of the pleasure 
zone gives the busy secretary little con- 
cern today. The owners of the larger 
carnivals realize that their reputation is 
at stake and that they must cater to 
the growing public demand for clean 
shows. The concession side, however, is 
the fly in the ointment to most of us. 
How to control and make reasonably 
decent this privilege is a vexed problem. 
There are two systems in vogue of book- 
ing midway attractions at this time: 
(1) To sell the entire show and gaming 
privilege for the high dollar. (2) To 
control your independent midway and 
to contract with the show owner on 
the percentage basis for shows and rides. 
It is evident that the former method 
will create a condition that inevitably 
produces the most flagrant abuses and 
strong-arm methods in gaming devices 
You charge him more than your space 
is worth, and in order that he may re- 
coup himself you license him to prey 


Cuba’s Agricultural Show 


HAVANA, March 14—On March 28 
Cuba will have an agricultural exhibit 
at Machado, in the vicinity of Havana. 
The best specimens of cattle, including 
dairy and meat breeds, will be exhibited 
by leading cattle raisers of the island, 
and large numbers of these thorobreds 
will come from Camaguey and Oriente 
provinces. Agriculture and poultry also 
will have their departments in the ex. 
hibition under the supervision of the 
department of agriculture. 
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upon your patrons. You have placed 
yourself knowingly where you cannot 
object, and the uaprincipled operator 
knows it. Therefore we have buybacks, 
controlled wheels and a long category of 
objectionable features. Personally I 
favor the latter plan, with an inde- 
pendent midway locally controlled. The 
price per foot, of course, should be fair 
to the seller and buyer and can only be 
determined by experience. A definite 
contract should be entered into with dis- 
tinct inhibitions named. Even with the 
best of supervision possible many things 
occur that should not be tolerated. The 
secretary has a moral duty devolving 
upon him to make his midway reason- 
ably clean and to see that the public 
is not deliberately fleeced. Aside from 
the moral aspect there is a business side 
to this, because there will inevitably be 
a reaction on the part of the general 
public, which will in turn injure the 
usefulness of the fair, for that reason. 
All fairs are dependent upon popular 
good will. 

“In. the matter of concessions, this 
location should be properly surveyed and 
mapped to scale, with a key plat in the 
office. It is comparatively as easy to sell 
space to a concessionaire in New York 
as to one on the ground. Simply mark 
on the duplicate the space available 
with price and mail same subject to 
future acceptance if not previously sold. 


“In my own State tne contro! of gam- 
ing devices has been a very perplexing 
one. The law has put its hand upon 
games of chance and nearly all fairs 
have resorted to subterfuge under the 
guise of games of art and skill. We all 
realize that many of these games can be 
much worse than the percentage wheel, 


which is, after all, when legitimately 
operated, the fairest device on the 
grounds. We admit that there is a most 


decided gambling instinct in the average 
fairgoer, but even with this to confront 
the thoughtful secretary would gladly 
do away with this feature were he not 
compelled more or less to maintain it 
for revenue. It must be borne in mind 
that for every dollar spent a dollar must 
be made, and that in the case of the 
smaller fairs the gate represents only 50 
per cent of the income. 

“The real problem then of the midway 
is the control of the concessions. Public 
opinion will in the end settle this mat- 
ter. In the Middle West, where State 
aid is provided, such devices are banned, 
otherwise State aid is denied. There are 
many theories advanced by carnival own- 
ers to show that if the concessions were 
banned more money would be spent on 
shows and rides and that ultimately the 
fair would receive the same amount of 
money. This is a debatable question and 
is up to the individual secretary for 
solution. 

“The thoughtful secretary receives 
great inspiration in making his fair 4 
leader of thought, in directing the 
activities of the boys and giris in their 
various club endeavors, in improving live 
stock, in promoting the live-at-home 
idea and in making his fair in general a 
real institution. The fair offers him 4 
wonderful vehicle for constructive leader- 
ship, and an opportunity second to none 
offered by any of the so-called pro- 
fessions. There must of necessity be ® 
weak link somewhere in our best or- 
ganizations. In my own it is the con- 
trol of concessions. My problem is your 
problem. I fear many of us are tolerat- 
ing for revenue what we know to be in 
violation of al] ethical codes. I am 
optimistic in believing that a quickened 
public conscience is helping us to solve 
this problem.”

scene of three 100-mile races, which gave 
the Pennsylvania fans the greatest fields 
and best races they had ever seen. With 
economic conditions in the East in a 
much better condition for the coming 
season, and these speedways reinstated 
in the confidence of racing fans, I fail 
to see how we can miss having a bigger 
season than last year at these points. 

“T also have taken over the operation 
of the Altoona board bowl, the sole re- 
maining large wooden oval in the coun- 
try. Altoona has always been fairly suc- 
cessful in staging its events, but at 
the beginning of the year we were ap- 
proached by the bondholders of the 
track in an effort to interest us in its 
operation.

tion in this matter, activity along this 
line in many sections of the country is 
coming to the front. J. Spencer Smith, 
president Board of Commerce and Navi- 
gation, of New Jersey, in a discussion of 
this subject recently, commenting that 
“nothing surpasses a fine beach in its 
inherent benefit to man, and its recrea- 
tional value is almost unique,” expressed 
the view that altho the preservation of 
our beaches seems to be essentially ‘a 
national problem and can best be solved 
by the National Government, yet in prin- 
ciple he is a strong advocate of State 
rights and duties, and, therefore, deplores 
the recent tendency to have the Federal 
Government act as nurse for so many 
governmental! babies whose rearing should 
remain with the States. 

“Again,” said Smith, “we are only too 
familiar with instances where access to 
some of the beaches is either prohibited 
or the conditions so repellant as to make 
a visit an ordeal.” Along this same line 
this State Board of Commerce recently 
submitted to Governor Morgan F. Larson 
of New Jersey a report advocating @ 
chain of State-owned bathing beaches 
and parks, this report suggesting that a 
number of shore municipalities have re- 
stricted their beaches, and a situation is 
threatened in which the casual visitor 
will be dented the pleasure of the ocean 
front, except upon payment of a fee. 
Governor Larson is quoted as saying some 
time ago that the time is coming when 
the State will be compelled to acquire 
and operate beaches for taxpayers of 
modest means. 

A case in point, in connection with 
suggestions which have been made by 
State authorities and others of the ten- 
dency of private individuals to pre- 
empt suitable shores and beaches, is 
round in a bill to be introduced during 
the coming December session of Congress 
by Representative Charles C. Edwards, of 
Georgia, for the transfer of Blackbeard 
Island to McIntosh County, in that State. 

According to a statement by Repre- 
sentative Edwards, explaining the pur- 
poses of his bill, the House and the 
Senate of Georgia, and the County Com- 
missioners of McIntosh County, Georgia, 
adopted resolutions urging the State’s 
representatives in the two Houses of Con~- 
gress to bring about if possible the pas- 
sage of the Edwards bill. Further, ac- 
cording to the author of the measure, 
the plan is backed hy the Chamber of 
Commerce of McIntosh County.

Casey, 
thinking he had a “world of time” 
in which to make his exploitation 
talk, was putting forth his best ef- 
forts, when Speedy hurriedly crawled 
onto his pedestal, and without a 
moment's delay dived. When about 
halfway down to the cold water he 
yelled: “Look out, Casey!” About 
three hours later Casey was “dried 
out’ and again on the job; of course, 
taking the joke good-humoredly. 

By the way, who of the folks at 
Milledgeville that week are still liv- 
ing? This editor would appreciate 
word from them.

J. C. Simpson, Robert (Bobby) 
Work, Merle Kinsel, Charlie and 
Ethel Lorenzo, George Tedder, 
“Aunt Lou” Blitz, Ralph and Aimee 
Pearson, and many  others—sti!!

resignation out of fairness to Freeman. 
She did not want to be placed in the 
Position of making any derogatory re- 
marks about Freeman while he was ab- 
sent and unable to defend himself. But 
Freeman stole a jump on Mrs. Mindlin. 
He asked for her resignation last Satur- 
day, and she had to accept, altho at the 
time she was coming around to the point 
Where she felt a certain degree of co- 
operation was manifesting itself. 

Mrs. Mindlin is optimistic about the 
future of the bureau she created. 
Janette Hackett, who will fill Mrs. Mind- 
lin’s job beginning Monday, will get the 
benefits of the way paved by her prede- 
cessor, Mrs. Mindlin believes.

DON’T SIT AROUND in hotel lobbies 
singing the blues and cutting up grands 
of years gone by that never happened, 
but get out and hustle, is the advice 
Professor C. Barnes pipes from Cedar 
Rapids, Ia. Says the Professor: “When 
your thoughts are glum and everything 
seems going wrong and you try to make 
a pitch in that mood your customers 
get the same feeling you have and your 
whole tip goes haywire. As a matter of 
fact, you can get anything you want if 
you go after it the right way. If you 
talk grief, all you will get is grief. This 
is not a milk and honey year, but there 
is plenty for all of us. I hope this 
thought will be contagious. The missus 
and I lived all winter and had plenty. 
Not hamburger, either. We saw plenty in 
need and singing the blues who could 
have snapped out of it by getting busy. 
We give ourselves credit for doing well in 
bad times, and we're wishing everybody 
good luck until Gabe blows his whistle.” 


HARRY T. KAY, ex-trouper, long out 
of the pitch game, admits that a pitch 
store draws him like a magnet attracts a 
piece of steel. Harry is in Mobile, Ala., 
just out of New Orleans, where he saw 
a high pitchman working, and he pro- 
nounces that particular auction jam man 
the best he ever listened to. Kay's ideal 
jam man is Morris Kahntroff, who has 
been working for some time in the Cres- 
cent City without having had a single 
call from the Beef, Squawk and Holler 
family. Morris has also worked Gulfport 
and Biloxi, Miss., which had been pre- 
viously closed to pitchmen. Mrs. Kahn- 
troff has been under treatment in a hos- 
pital in Baltimore for a long time. Morris 
had their three children, 3, 5 and 7 years 
old, traveling with him until he made 
Tampa, Fla. He decided to put the chil- 
dren in school, and”he is now going at 
high speed to meet expenses. Several 
clever boys of the pitch talent who are 
now making big money were broken in 
by Kahntroff. 

GREATER NEW YORK NOTES, by 
Charles (Doc) Miller. — Week ended 
March 1 found “happy days here again”. 
With springlike weather the workers who 
xnow the art of fixing are hitting the 
outdoors and doing better than in the 
stores. Still some do not think biz in 
the pitch stores is over. Two new ones 
opened. One on Sixth avenue, one in 
Brooklyn Some workers here 
who preach the gospel of health are go- 
ing to an early grave in their mad rush 
for the dollar. They are such nervous 
wrecks that if a person in the tip moves 
they go up in the air and kiil the pitch. 
. Some workers here come into a 
store c. o. d., when they get a 
Mexican b. r. you have to get a letter 
from the President before you can speak 
to them. Some workers 24-sheet 
themselves as world beaters on the pass- 
out and say they make the locations. 
But it’s only a nightmare. It 
means the same to a pitchman here to 
work in Gergeant Poulos’ store as it 
does ior a vaudeville actor to play the 


ana 


Palace. . Evangeline Day, astrologist, 
started her successful career if Poulos’ 
store. She had added radio station 
WMCA to WPCH in her daily program. 
Evangeline says biz is wonderful. You'd 
say so, too, if you saw her daily mail, at 
her Fifth avenue office. . . . Why 
doesn't that unit of pitchmen from New 
York, now working in a Cleveland store, 
let us know how things are? Here 
is the real dope to street workers: I 
have not seen so many on the streets in 
years. The cops seem to be giving the 
boys a break. Saw a gang on Lenox ave- 
nue, near Third avenue; also Velour and 
Vreeland demonstrating intensifiers. 
These boys are ex-high workers. Over in 
Brooklyn I saw workers on Fulton street, 
also a gang up in the Boro Hall sec- 
tion, No readers issued here. Soldier 
readers don’t count. Special squad of 
plainclothesmen detailed to bring in the 
boys. No one knows when there will be 
a cleanup here. Out-of-town workers, 
use your own judgment about coming 
here. 


PITCHING NOVELTIES is right in Carl 
Herron's line, but getting married is one 
novelty that upset Carl so completely 
that in piping in the news he forgot to 
give the bride’s name.

Well, boys, you will have a chance 
to meet the Missus somewhere on the 
road this summer. The weather is fine 
here and I am working every day. So 
are all the rest, altho there are no 
criterion passouts. Will leave New York 
about April 15 for Montreal and Ontario. 
Blacky, let’s hear from you thru Pipes.” 


A NEW PITCH STORE has been opened 
by Professor Mendelson at 98 Faltbush 
avenue, Brooklyn, and Mac J. Feinberg, 
manager, says it is to be conducted in a 
business way, with “courtesy” as its 
slogan. In a pipe telling of the enter- 
prise, Mac says he indorses Doc Miller’s 
crusade against knockers heartily. He 
allows no knocking from his platform. 
“At present,” he says, “we have an in- 
complete roster.

denominations, accurately counts the 


pieces and wraps them into rolls. Mr. 
Maxey draws as high as 25,000 to 30,000 
people at his nightly shows and, accord- 
ing to an article in The Saturday 
Evening Post, he gives one of the best 
free medicine shows to be seen on the 
road.”

improving our methods and devising 
new and original ways of presenting our 
merchandise to the public. If the boys 
would spend more time planning and 
less cutting up grands and telling what 
they did four or five years ago there 
would be no depression blues among us. 
I left New York last October. Have been 
working pens ever since. However, I 
am working different and more elabo- 
rately. Next year I'll be working a new 
pen joint and different from the way 
I work this year. Met that ace of legit. 
jam man, George Bedoni, in Kansas City 
last Christmas and he can testify to a 
$4,000 sale for the four days just pre- 
ceding Christmas Day. Now, as an ex- 
ample of the lack of originality I see, 
let me direct attention to the following: 
After much experimenting and tribula- 
tion I devised a newspaper ad that got 
money. Since January 15 I have seen 
that same ad used almost verbatim 11 
times by 11 different workers. If each 
one of us went about his work in his 
own way the joint would not be played 
out when another worker came along 
as it is today. Every worker seems con- 
tent to let the other fellow do the 
thinking. Let’s have a session with 
ourselves and ask ourselves if the trouble 
with us is not using 1925 methods in 
1931. I hope the above will not be con- 
strued as a knock, because I mean it as 
a help. Tell Harry Maiers, down in 
Florida, that I will be seeing him on 
125th street soon.”

have seen the preliminary rehearsals say 
the play has undoubted box-office value. 

Originally tried out in Milwaukee with 
a semi-professional cast, The Life Insur- 
ance Agent made such an impression on 
insurance executives who witnessed it 
that Topping was at once besieged with 
assurances of backing. Many of the 
executives have expressed the opinion 
that it is the most interesting play per- 
taining to the life insurance business 
that has ever been staged. It is molded 
somewhat on the lines of It Pays To Ad- 
vertise, a stage success of some years ago. 
It tells the story of a green country boy 
who, having observed the work of a high- 
pressure local insurance agent, decides 
that is the line he wants to pursue. H> 
goes to the city, where his efforts at sales- 
manship are ridiculed by everyone except 
the little office girl of the company he 
works for. Pathos and comedy are deftly 
interwoven in this part of the story, 
which constitutes the first act. In the 
second act the “boob” has shed his yokel 
ways, developed into a high type of sales 
executive, and shows up his former tor- 
mentors by selling a million dollars’ worth 
of life insurance. The third act works 
up to a smashing climax. 

The cast selected to present the play 
here is a “hand-picked” one. Every 
player is a man or woman of long experi- 
ence and exceptional talent. Ordinarily 
it would not have been possible to ob- 
tain such a cast except at a much greater 
cost. But with many sterling players 
without engagements this winter, Top- 
ping found little trouble in assembling a 
company of outstanding merit. Topping 
himself will be featured. The remainder 
of the cast includes Willis Hall, Rance 
Gray, Johnnie Watson, Don Merrifield, 
Vincent Dennis, George Dayton, Joseph 
Kamaryt, Frank Seay, Marie Nelson, Nan 


Dorland, Kathryn Prather, Jessalyn Dul- 
zell, Otis Gordinier, William Maloney, 
Robert St. Clair, Harry Cansdale; Claude 
Miller, who also will be assistant stage 
director; Forrest Lewis, James Glasgow, 
George Banta and Charles Healy. All of 
these names have at one time or another 
adorned the rosters of the leading dra- 
matic stock companies of the country. 

To name all the insurance companies 
that are lending their support to the 
project would be to give a roster of the 
leading companies of the entire country. 
The Union Central Life, of Cincinnati, 
has written Topping, as have companies 
in Montreal, Winnipeg and numerous 
other cities, asking him to bring the show 
to their city. The Chicago companies are 
buying tickets to the local engagement 
in large blocks and distributing them to 
the public thru their agents. The first 
two weeks of the show are already sold 
out, and Topping is confident the show 
can remain here profitably for months. 
It opens March 25 at the Eighth Street 
Theater, where rehearsals are now in 
progress. Three Loop theaters bid for the 
show. 

Topping states that so many requests 
have been received from New York City 
and other places in the East for the 
presentation of the show that he intends 
to organize an Eastern company. The 
original company probably will continue 
to play the Middle West after the con- 
clusion of its local engagement. It also 
is possible that other companies may be 
found necessary. 

Commercial drama is by no means new, 
For a number of years shows sponsored 
by various companies or groups have been 
presented from time to time, the busi- 
ness men having found that the drama 
could very profitably be made the hand- 
maiden of business. At the present time 
the Undertakers’ Association has a five- 
people company playing conventions. 
Similar propaganda has been used by in- 
dividual concerns, Little has been heard 
of the companies playing for these firms 
for several reasons. One is that per- 
formers were loath to broadcast the fact 
that they were working in these com- 
panies; another, that the promoters did 
not care for publicity which might lead 
others to enter what was proving a most 
profitable field. With conditions as they 
are today performers have no hesitancy 
in letting it be known that they are en- 
gaged in promotional drama; in fact, they 
are eager for such engagements. The 
promoters still are not keen for publicity 
other than directly pertains to the show 
itself and prefer to keep the commercial 
angle in the background. 

Topping was for many years an actor. 
Later he became an insurance salesman, 
and finally he conceived the idea of 
dramatizing the business. The Life In- 
surance Agent was written by him in 
Houston, Tex., during the last Presiden- 
tial convention there, and his plan of 
presenting it has been in course of de- 
velopment ever since. Topping’s com- 
pany will be 100 per cent Equity. The 
production will not be an expensive one. 
Practically all of the action takes place 
in an insurance office, hence but one set 
is needed. With a large number of com- 
panies underwriting the show, it will not 
cost any of them a large amount, and if 
the expectations of Topping are realized 
the show may be expected to show a 
handsome profit. The experiment will 
be watched with keen interest by actors 
and producers. 


Rockaway Hotel 


Razed by Fire 


With Damages Set at $200,000 


NEW YORK, March 14.—A fire of un- 
certain origin. but believed to have been 
perpetrated by vagrants, destroyed the 
building and adjoining bathhouses of 
the Ocean View Hotel, Rockaway Beach, 
yesterday. with damages estimated at 
$200,000. A strong wind fanned the 
flames and firemen, answering four 
alarms, could do little to save the struc- 
ture, which was owned by Nathan end 
Harry Faber, of Beach 84th street, Rock- 
away Beach. The hotel was a three- 


story frame building with a fro 
200 feet on the boardwalk. Tasted 

Ocean View had been closed for “the 
winter and homeless men on occasion 
forced windows and spent the night in 
the rooms.

Beautiful, like the rest of his works, js 
a “play with a purpose”, 

It tells the story of Jennifer and 
Archy Davis who, in 1901, buy land in 
New Jersey and thereon build a house. 
Archy is an honest man and therefore— 
what with these unregenerate times we 
live in—a financial failure. But Jenni- 
fer sees him as a guerdoned knight rid- 
ing forth each. morning on the 8:15 to 
do battle for his loved one. In due 
course of time a son is born, and al! 
troubles possible beset the Davises ex- 
cept the most obvious one of the New 
Jersey mosquitoes. But Archy is true 
to his trust. 

Every time Jennifer thinks especially 
hard of Archy as a knight the audienc 
sees her dream picture with her. Ro- 
mance in the heart of Jennifer is tran- 
scribed by Pollock mainly thru the use 
of “thee” and “thou” and the pouring 
of Archy into a tin undershirt. 

Son grows up and the troubles keep 
coming, among them a stock villain 
with a mortgage but, unfortunately, no 
black whiskers to twirl. Archy, elected 
mayor of his little town, is still true to 
his trust and his son, now grown up, is 
imbued with his father’s spirit. Final- 
ly Archy dies and his son has a son 
to carry on the family tradition of Sir 
Galahad. And in the end Jennifer dies 
too, and ascends to a battlemented heav- 
en along with her tin-begirt spouse. 


All of this is done with a maximum of 
Pollock’s moralizing in the middle of 
what few high spots there might other- 
wise have been. It was all pretty dreary. 
It, in fact, went on and on until there 
seemed to be no possible escape for the 
audience until some one of the Davis 
line—possibly in the year 2046—should 
die without offspring. For when the 
curtain mercifully went down on the 
act there was still the son’s baby to 
grow up, and for all we know Pollock 
might have intended to carry on the Sir 
Galahad idea thru him. 

It was all, as has been hinted, woe- 
fully tedious. Second act curtain is the 
death of Archie, with Jennifer bending 
over him and saying tenderly, “Go to 
sleep, Archy. Go to sleep.” At this 
point the little girl next to your scribe 
woke up and murmured drowsily, “I was 
asleep.” And your scribe envied her. 


Pollock’s constant moralizing (all 
meant for the best, of course) was the 
prime soporific, but there was also the 
fact that no single spark of interest 
could be aroused in any of the char- 
acters, nor any single emotion be awak- 
ened in watching them. For they 
weren't characters at all: they were 
merely types. They were puppets in a 
morality, and very wooden puppets at 
that. 

Play should be beloved of the pulpits 
—at least of those many abysmally un- 
intelligent pulpits that think the stage 
is merely an adjunct of the,bible class. 
If that sort of patronage rallies round 
strongly enough it may keep the show 
going for a while. But not, we trust, 
for too long. 

Production and the acting were splen- 
did—so splendid, in fact, that at times 
they almost made the unwieldy, unin- 
teresting mass seem like a good play. 
Mielziner sets were beautiful,.and the 
noiseless mechanics that Mr. Gaige pro- 
vided ta change them would have been 
worth the price of admission if there 
hadn’t been the further drawback of the 
play. 

Mary Phillips and James Bell were 
magnificent in the leading roles—and al! 
the more magnificent when one consid- 
ers with what they ‘had to work. Joseph 
Baird was almost as good as the family 
doctor until in the third act he suc- 
cumbed to the temptation to deliver the 
long moralizing speeches with hoke ef- 
fect. Everyone else was far better than 
they had any possible need to be. They 
were wasted on the show. 

On the way out the audience was con- 
fronted by a gent shouting, “The House 
Beautiful in book form. Exactly as it’s 
performed on the stage.” It was 4 
threat rather than a promise.

auditorium managers when they en- 
deavor to negotiate with them. 

The reason in most cases is the inex- 
perience of the local manager and his 
ignorance of show business. The man 
usually found acting as manager of a 
municipal auditorium is classed as a city 
employee. He holds his job as a salaried 
officer of the city and obtains it by 
virtue of services he has rendered the 
political party which happens to be in 
control of the city government. When 
his party goes out he goes out. He has 
had no opportunity in the past to ace 
quire the knowledge of show business 
that is necessary to deal intelligently, 
fairly and with profit to his city in 
booking shows. 

There are a few exceptions to the rule, 
a few who make their auditoriums pay 
handsome returns to the city they serve. 
The majority, however, prefer sitting 
down and waiting for attractions to 
come to them rather than go out and 
look for shows. With most of this ma- 
jority.it is a case of “don’t know”. A 
few are not only negligent in this re- 
spect, but are actually averse to giving 
time and effort to the business of book- 
ing shows and making money for the 
municipalities they are supposed to 
serve. 

Until city councils, mayors and city 
managers discover that the municipally 
owned auditorium can be made not only 
self-sustaining but profitable by giving 
it an adequately equipped stage and con. 
verting it into a desirable amusement 
house road-show managers and agents 
will continue to meet such obstacles in 
routing the show as they now have to 
contend with.
